BATTLESHIP TEXAS IS ON THE BEACH.

Goes Hard Aground on a Shoal in New- 
port Harbor and Is in a Dan- 
serous Position. 


Newport, R. I., Sept. 16—T

SCHOOL TOTS IN A PANIC 


FALLING CUPBQARD IN OGDEN BUILD- 
ING IMPERILS MANY LIVES. 


Little Natalie Thompson Pulls Over 
the Furniture and Is Pinned to the 
Floor and Badly Injured—Children 
Flee in Terror and Miss Kuebler, 
the Teacher, Faints in the Excite- 
ment—Dust Blown Out of the Win- 
dow Causes Cry of Fire. 


A panic was caused at the Ogden School, 
Chestnut street, near State, yesterday after- 
noon by the accidental tipping over of a 
cupboard in the ante-room on the first floor. 
The noise of breaking glass, the screams of 
the frightened child who pulled the cupboard 
over, and the unexpected volume of dust 
which rolled down and out the windows like 
smoke combined to create the impression 
the building was on fire and the children in 
the primary rooms on the first floor rushed 
in terror from the building.

Seeks Police Protection. 


F. P. Morehouse, No. 6549 Ingleside ave- 
nue, receiving cashier of the Chicago City 
railway company, at Thirt¥-ninth and State 
streets, walked into the Woodlawn Police 
Station last night and asked that a police- 
man be detailed to accompany him home.

Capt. Glass when seen tonight refused to 
be interviewed. He gave orders to let no one 
come aboard the vessel. The department at 
Washington has been notified of the accident. 

The Texas is a second-class two-turret bat- 
tleship of 6,815 tons displacement and 8,000 
horse-power. Its speed is seventeen knots 
an hour. It was built in 1889-’90, and cost 
$2,500,000, 

It is said tonight that the accident was 
caused by carelessness in the engine-room, 
a signal to back the port engines being dis- 
regarded. 


DOG I$ KILLED AND CAR DERAILED. 


Animal’s Owner and Rajlway Men 
Dispute as to Which Side Has 
a Just Grievance. 


In meeting his death, a large Newfound- 
land dog, belonging to W. J. Looney, No. 
2396 Charleston street, derailed a crowded 
electric car at Thirty-third street and Ash- 
land avenue, last evening. 

There was a difference of opinion among 
the bystanders as to whether the death of 
the dog or the derailment of the car was the 
more serious result of the accident. Looney 
claimed for the animal the value of several 
hundred dollars, and did not soon get over 
his feeling against the motorman, whom he 
blamed in vigorous language for the death of 
his pet.

Child Was Badly Injured. 


It was found that the child had sustained 
cuts on the left side of the head and face, as 
well as injuriestoherside. She required the 
attention of a physician, and last night 
was confined to her bed. 

During the rush for the doors other chil- 
dren were knocked down and trampled 
upon, but their names could not be secured. 
Miss Hilda Kuebler, the teacher in whose 
room the little girl has a seat, fainted, it is 
said, in the midst of the confusion, but re- 
vived, and was able to assist in quieting the 
children. : 

The school is located in a well-populated 
district and the institution is attended by a 
large number of pupils. About 300 of the 
occupants of the lower rgoms were involved 
in the excitement of yesterday. 

The Thompson child is a pupil in Room 18, 
in charge of Miss Kuebler. It was the little 
one’s first week at school, and she had not 
yet become accustomed to the ways of the 
institution. The cupboard which caused the 
trouble was used to hold the colored blocks 
and other playthings which the first-year 
children are entertained with, and the little 
girl was trying to get at them when she 
pulled the piece of furniture over. 


Children Became Panic-Stricken. 


It was just at the close of the afternoon 
recess, at 2:40 o’clock, when the trouble 
started. The little Thompson girl had been 
permitted to use the blocks and she went 
after them again. The noise of the falling 
furniture and her screams soon had the 
whole of Miss Kuebler’s room in a state of 
panic. 

This was followed close by the cry of fire. 
Miss Kuebler rapped on her desk, but the 
little ones paid no heedtoher. They flocked 
toward the doors and the teacher vainly 
called to them that there was nothing to 
fear. 

The children began to scream and the 
sounds penetrated to the otherrooms. That 
presided over by Miss Loeb was the worst 
affected and her children joined in the gen- 
eral rush. The pupils of the other four 
rooms on the first floor also left their seats 
and started to crowd the disles, many of 
them succeeding in reaching the halls. 

At the time the principal, Cephas H. Leach, 
was on the third floor. He hastened down- 
stairs and did not wait to discover the cause, 
but made haste to prevent it spreading to 
the upper rooms, the janitor assisting him. 
In this they were successful. 


Let the Children Go Home.. 

An effort was then made to assemble the 
children again, but this was soon found to 
be next to impossible, and it was decided to 
allow them to go their ways, which many of 
them had already done of their own accord. 

Prof. Leach was seen at his home in Rog- 
ers Park last evening and appeared to think 
the seriousness of the panic had been exag- 
gerated in the minds of the children. He 
said there had been trouble, but he was in- 
clined to make light of the affair. He did 
not know of the serious condition of the 
Thompson girl. 

Miss Kuebler was not at her home, No. 58 
Rush street, last night. Her mother said 
she had recovered from her excitement and 
gone to the theater. Other teachers on the 
first floor of the schooi—Misses Carpenter 


and Cheeseman— would say nothing of the

resentations of Auditor C. B. Mills and 
others, has ordered the following discharges: 
J. W. Phillips, Warden at Gray's Camp; R.

Bartlett, Warden at Gallaway Camp; W. B. 
McCarthy, Warden at Wrightsville Camp; 
and Vincent Potts, riding boss at Wrights- 
ville. The general charge preferred was ad- 
diction to strong drink and cruel treatment 
of convicts in their charge. The most fla- 
grant act which came under the observation 
of Mills happened at West’s Camp last 
Friday. Two colored convicts had escaped 
and when captured they were severely 
whipped. Iron rings were welded about 
their necks and one end of a chain fastened 
to the rings and the other to their waists. 
They were unable to straighten up when 
Mr. Mills saw them and the chains were 
drawn so tight the men were unable to lift 
up their heads, being compelled to work in 
that condition. Subsequently the wardens 
and several of the guards became drunk and 
held a kangaroo court and sentenced the 
same negroes to be whipped again, the 
sentence being carried out with cruel se- 
verity.

Popocrats and Populists will hold a joint 
conference here tomorrow on the question 
of fusion, which has been dragging along 
unsettled in Indiana ever since-the State 
conventions. The Populist leaders have 
been so vehemently charged with having 
sold out that the committee is now forced 
to take action. The evident attempt of the 
Popocrats to freeze out their bewhiskered 
brethren has so aroused the middle-of-the- 
roaders that they are now erying ‘no com- 
promise,’’ and the leaders who are arriving 
tonight declare that nothing short of the- 
full Electoral ticket in Indiana will satisfy 
them.

FUSION IS ARRANGED IN TEXAS. 


Populists Will Assist Republicans to 
Defeat Mr. Bryan.

BRYAN BEGINS SPEECHMAKENG AT 2 
O'CLOCK A. M. 


Im His Address at Asheville, N. C. He 
Telis the People He Witt Appotnt a 
Man as Unlike Carlisle as Possibic 
for Secrétary of the Treasury in 
Case He Is Elected — Complains 
That Gold Democrats Stole the 
Party Name. 


Knoxville, Ténn., Sept. 16.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan began work at 2 o’clock this 
morning. He was going through the city 
“of Somerset, a Republican stronghold, while 
many good people were sleeping peacefully, 
and 500 admirers disturbed their rest in or- 
der to hear the nominee. 

Mr. Bryan led off by telling the people 
that he was glad to note the interest taken 
in the campaign by them. He thought that 
when the people would stay sar anti 2 o'clock 
in the morning to see a Presidential nomi- 
nee it was an indication that the people 
were interested in the right of self-govern- 
ment. He told them that ff between now 
and election day they would get up as early 
in the morning as they did this morning and 
work as hard in behalf of the cause of De- 
mocracy as the nominee worked yesterday 
there would be no question of the succesg 
of the cause. 

There was a stop of two hours at Knox- 
ville. AH night long péoplé who had come in 
by excursion trains had been assembling on 
the streets, and the. farmers for miles 
around had driven in to hear the nominee. 

The train arrived in Knoxville shortly be- 
fore 5 o’clock, and Mr. Bryan was taken 
immediately to the speaker’s stand, erected 
in: front of the court-house. 


Raises His Veice at Knoxville. 
He was introduced by ex-Gov. Robert T 

Tayior, and said in part: es 
“It gives meé real pleasure to meet the 
people of East Tennesse, who have assem- 
bled here in such great numbers. 
that when I speak for an independent finan- 
cial policy my words Will strike a responsive 
chord in the hearts of the mountain people, 
becajase the mountain people of the world 
hav€' always been friends of independence 
and liberty. You can find among them those 
who are confident in their strength and 
who, therefore, are not willing to bow their 
head or bend their knee to the oppressor. 
{ come to you as a representative of a prin- 
ciple paramount in this campaign. It is 
the right of 70,000,000 of people to have 
just the kind of financial system that they 
want, whether any other foreign nation 
helps us to have it or is wiHing for us to 
have it. In this campaign, as never before 
in this country, have the lines been drawn 
between those who believe in the possibil- 
ities of America and those who believe in 
abject dependence upon foreign nations. If 
this Nation is not great enough to have a 
financial policy of its own it ought to annex 
itself to some power that is great enough 

to take care of our people. , 


Promises to Gét Rid ef Gold. 


“ Against the maintenance of a gold stand- 
ard for one year or forever the Democratfe 
party Ras arrayed itself. We have com- 
menced a war of extermination against it, 
a war that will not cease while there is any 
party or considerable number of men whe 
are attempting to fastem this foreign yoke 
upon an independent people. I seek no votes 
under false pretenses, I want no oneto vote 
for me under a misunderstanding. If there 
is amy one who believes that the gold stand- 
ard is a good thing, or that it must be main- 
tained, I warn him not to cast his vote for 
me, because I promise him that it will not be 
maintained in this country longer than I am 
able to get rid of it.

Bryan’s Face in Ice. 


Asheville, N. C., Sept. 16.—The first stop 
after leaving Knoxville was at thé little 
hamlet of Mossy Creek, where the usual 
handshaking procéss was gone through with 
a few hundred people gathered about the 
place.

At.Hot Springs several hundred people 
gazed at Mr. Bryan for two minutes, and as 
the train pulled out cheered him TIoudly.

Speaks at Asheville. 

Bryan was given a most hearty welcome 
at Asheville. It was the first time since 1844 
that_a Presidential nominee had visited this 
séction of the country, and the farmers for 
miles around gathered there today to pay 
homage and cheer the candidate. Mr. Bryan 
was driven to the Battery Park Hotel, where 
he and members of the Popocratic*organiza- 
tions here were given an elaborate dinner.

value of the metal under the free coinage of 
silver and 50 cents’ of bullion will only bea 
50-cent dollar. 


Both Cannot Be True. 

“ Both the statements cannot be true. If 
you convert 50 cents’ worth of bullion into 
a 50-cent dollar there is no profit tothe mine 
owner. And if the mint makes a profit by 
converting 50 cents’ worth of bullion into 100 
cents, then there are no 50-cent dollars. 

“Then you will hear that under free coin- 
age we would be flooded with sflver until 
money would be so cheap we would not have 
any use for it, and when you have heen 
frightened as badly as you can be that way, 
they will tell you this cheap money. will 
run the dear money out and it will take fif- 
teen years with our mints running at full 
capacity to make money enough to take 
the place of gold, and that will make money 
So scarce that a silver dollar will be harder 
to get than a gold dollar. 

“They say cheap silver dollars will come 
in and run the gold dollar out and then money 
will become’ so scarce the silver dollar will 
he worth more than the gold dollar. Just 
think of it. Don’t you know if the cheap 
silver dollars run the dear gold dollars out, 
the very moment the silver dollars become 
dearer than the gold some of the cheap gold 
dollars will come back and run the dear sil- 
ver dollars out? They think we are going to 
repeal the Gresham law. 

“ They say under bimetallism a foreigner 
could bring silver here and have.it coined 
and exchanged for gold and take the gold 
home, leaving the silver. Where will he 
get the gold? This government does not 
agree to swap dollars. It is only under the 
gold standard that we issue bonds to get 
gold to furnish to anybody who wants to 
ship it abroad. Under bimetallism the gov- 
ernment would coin silver bullion into silver 
dollars and gold bullion into gold dollars, 
but it would not agree to exchange one for 
the other. The owner of silver must. find 
somebody who has gold. He cannot hurt 
anybody by trading off his cheap silver for 
gold until he finds somebody who has the 
gold. You have no idea how many that will 
let out from harm. 

‘*‘ Last. Saturday some St. Louis. bankers 
made a statement that they were not ableto 
furnish gold to their customers because of 
the silver agitation, but they thought that 
within fifteen days after a correct settlement 
of the money question they would be able to 
furnish gold again. These men, who think 
the gold standard a good thirig, confess that 
the people of St. Louis have no place where 
they can get good money if they want it. 
Can you say gold furnishes a good standard 
if a little silver agitation—because they say 
the craze is dying out [laughter]—if a little 
silver agitation makes it impossible to get 
the gold? | 


Gold Agitation Harmless. 

‘* I think I can promise you thet no amount 
of gold agitation will ever put us in that po- 
sition where we will not have the standard 
money of this country to do business with. 
They say free silver would put gold ata 
premium. Admit for the sake of argument 
that it would. It matters not whether it is 
at a premium or ata parity with silver. If 
it is at a premium people who came with 
silver would have to pay the premium andif 
at a parity then silver would be as good as 
gold. 

‘*‘Not a dollar’s worth of gold would leave 
this country under free coinage until those 
who held it felt they were benefited by let- 
ting it go. But I do not admit gold would go 
to a premium. I believe under free coinage 
gold would come here instead of going away, 
and the only way to stop the outflow of gold 
is to adopt bimetallism and raise the price 
of wheat and cotton and pay our debts in 
produge instead of gold.”’

Chairman Hinrichsen 
and others of the committee affected ig- 
norance of the fact that Mr. Stevenson had 
been even expected at the meeting, or that 
he had promised to write in case he could 
not be present, and, of course, pooh-poohed 
the idea that there was any question as to 
his loyalty to free silver. 

The most important busiacss transacted 
by the committee was the consummation of 
the fusion deal with the Populists. _ 

The resignation of W. F. Beck, candidate 
for Auditor on the Popocratic State ticket, 
was accepted, and A. L. Maxwell, the nom- 
inee of the Populists, was substituted.in his 
place. 

On the Electoral ticket the resignations of 
éx-Ald. Thomas Carey of Chicago, Elector- 
at Large: George P. Foster of Chicago, 
Elector in the Third District, and George M. 
Le Crone of Effingham, Eicctor in the Nine- 
teenth District, .were accepted, and in their 
places were substituted Dr. H. 8S. Taylor, 
Chairman of the Cook County Populist com- 
mittee, Herman Alschuler of Chicago, and 
H. E. Taubeneck, ex-Chairman of the Pop- 
ulist National committee. 


Gill’s Resignation in Hand. 


Lieut.-Gov. Gill's resignation was also in 
the hands of the committee, but for some 
reason it was not accepted, the matter being 
referred to the Executive committee for 
consideration. It is possible that he will be 
kept on the ticket. 

It was given out that two or three other 
resignations were in the hands of the com- 
mittee, and that no difficulty would be ex- 
perienced in providing for tne other Electoral 
place to be assigned the Populists.

MORE IMPORTS OF GOLD PROM EUROPE 


Shipments Now on the Way Make the 
Amount Already Secured by This 
Country Over 831,000,000, 


New York, Sept. 16.—(Special.J—The flow 
of gold isystifl in the direction of this coun- 
try. Neafly afl of the steamships arriving 
from Europe are bringing gold, and fresh en- 
gagements are reported from London and 
Paris. The Bank of England today sold 

203,000 to Kidder, Peabody & Co. of Boston 
for export to the United States. It was re- 
ported in London that large amounts cf gold 
are being withdrawn from the Bank of 
France for shipment to New York. Itis said 
£500,000 will be shipped direct from Paris 
within a short time. It is helieved the bulk 
of the withdrawals henceforth will be from 
Paris, as the bank of England wili probably 
advance its rate discount at an early.date 
because of the heavy drain upon its gold re- 
serve from various quarters. 

The Majestic, which arrived this morning, 
brought $250,000 gold consigned to Fowler 
Bros. ef this city, and the Bank of Montreal 
will-have an additional $500,000 on one of the 
steamers leaving Europe this week. 

The amount already engaged and now on 
European steamships sailing for New York, 
together with the arrivats already reported, 
is $31,135,000. The steamship Paris carried 
out in her cargo today 383 bars of silver and 
six kegs. The value of this consignment of 
the white metal Is about $3,581,000. About 
$10,000,000 worth of silver has been shipped 
to Europe durtng the last week. 

Washington, D. C,, Sept. 16.—The Treasury 
today lost $43,200 in gold coin and $10,500 in 
bars, which leaves the true amount of the 
gold reserve $114,133,449. 

A telegram from the Subtreasury at New 
York states that $800,0001n gold coin was de- 
posited there today in exchange for currency. 
This amount, however, does not appear in 
today’s statement.

BIG CROWDS AT ELGIN. 


FIFTEEN THOUSAND PEOPLE TURN 
OUT TO HEAR MR. THURSTON. 


German, Swedish, and Scandinavian 
McKinley Clubs Form in the Line 
of March and Are Enthusiastic Over 
the Presentation of Republican 
Principles—Speaker Is Told the 
City Promises to Give 3,000 Majority 
for Protection and Sound Money. 


Elgin, Ill, Sept. 16.—(Special.J—Senator 
John M. Thurston had an audience of 15,000 
at Lord’s Park this afternoon. It was the 
biggest, most enthysiastic, and unanimous 
demonstration this county ever saw ‘and it 
was witnessed by as many farmers, work- 
ingmen, and mechanics as could pack into 
two miles of streets. All the business houses 
were decorated. The procession consumed 
half an hour in passing the reviewing stand, 
and tonight the big crowds are marching 
the streets with torches and singing patri- 
otic songs. Senator Thurston was met at 
the station and was driven at once to the 
rendezvous, and the long, cheering proces- 
sion started on the way to the park. 

The speaker was folldwed by three sound 
money clubs cormmposed of men who have 
usually been Democrats, the German Mc- 
Kinley club, the Swedish McKinley club, 
and Scandinavian McKinley club. Each 
bore banners printed in the native tongues 
and thousands of these nationalities waiked 
beside the clubs. 

The next division was the Lincoln club, 
with 800 members, the Elgin McKinley club, 
and the colored McKinley club. The Veter- 
ans’ McKinley club, composed of all but 171 
of the grown men of the city, made the 
Third Division. The Fourth Division was 
made of organizations from Batavia, Gen- 
eva, St. Charles, Woodstock, Dundee, Ham- 
shire, and Aurora. There were a dozen 
bands and drum corps. The crippled sol- 
diers who rode in carriages had a banner 
with this inscription: ‘‘ Loyalty and Bullets 
Saved the Union in 1861; Loyalty and Bal- 
lots Will Maintain Its Integrity in 1896." 

Senator Thurston spoke for two hours. 
His topic was *‘ The Real Issues of the Cam- 
paign."’ He began by saying: ‘‘ Four years 


fago I said to you, ‘ This is a Republican 
year.’ 


So it was. More men were at work, 
better wages were paid, people were more 
prosperous. The people were too busy to 
think. They heedlessly turned the Repub- 
licans down. This is a Democratic year and 
the people have plenty of time to reflect. 
Four years ago I heard an orator on labor 
say: ‘ Laborers need yleisure to enjoy the 
privileges of home, to attend operas, read 
poems and history.’ Well, they have had 
time for not much else since. 

“ Every gold standard country in the world 
has in circulation, side by side, gold and sil- 
ver and paper. The United States,-Great 
Britain, Germany, France, and all the great 
commercial, industrial, and progressive na- 
tions make gold the standard and under it 
give to their people for their daily use goki 
ana silver and paper, all equal in purchasing 
and debt-paying power and every dollar?in- 
terchangeable with every other dollar. In 
the gold standard countries of the world, 
with their joint use of gold and silver, there 
is more than five times as much money in cir- 
culation per capita as there is in the free 
silver countries of the world. The United 
States, under the existing standard, has in 
circulation more than $22 per capita, while 
Mexico, the most advanced free silver na- 
tion, has in circulation but $4.50 per capita, 
all in silver, worth at the present time about 
53 cents on the dollar—no, not 53 cents, for 
its value has fallen two cents since the Chi- 
cago convention was held and the people 
of Mexico are preparing for a still further 
fall in the value after our November elec- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Thurston was given a reception in the 
evening and called to the balcony of the 
hotel. He was told that Elgin promises 
3,000 majority this fall and to take the ban- 
ner among Illinois towns. 


JUBILEE NIGHT AT SEWALL’S HOME. 


Bath People, Regardless of Politics, 
Celebrate the Republican Victory. .

Minneapolis Workingmen Enthusiast- 
fe for Sound Money. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 16.—The biggest 
political demonstration ever witnessed in 
the Northwest was that held here tonight 
upon the occasion of Bourke Cockran’'s ad- 

dress in this city. 

The parade which took place before the 
meeting was the largest ever seen in this 
city.

At Exposition Hall, where the meeting 
took place, not one-third of the people who 
applied for admittance could be seated, al- 
though the capacity of the building is about 
10,000. Mr. Cockran spoke about an hour, 
and was accorded enthusiastic applause. 
LIVELY FIGHTS IN PHILADELPHIA. 
Quay Men Defeated in Their Contest 

for the Shrievalty. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 16.—Quay and his 
followers were defeated in the Republican 
conventions held here today. In the Sher- 
iff’s convention ‘James R. Miles, the anti- 
Quay candidate, received 619 votes to 349 
for Crow, the choice of the Quay men. 

Four candidates for State Senator were 
chosen, two of them, Francis A. Osborne and 
John C. Grady, being renominated without 
opposition.

C. A. SMarp, the 
President of the bank, and W. H. Johnson, 
the cashier,» were not to be found. From 
what could be learned on the outside the 
deposits in the bank amount to about $65,00v, 
while the loans and discounts are between 
$80,000 and $90,000. There has been a con- 
stant drain on the bank during the last year, 
but the immediate cause of the tallure was 
the refusal of the clearing-house yesterday

worth of this paper being thrown out. Up- 
on application of Attorney-General Church- 
ill, who, through the State Board of Exam- 
iners, says the capital stock of the Midland 
State Bank is impaired and that it would 
be inexpedient for the bank to continue busi-

According to the statement of the 
State Banking Board the total assets are

| WISCONSIN IS ALL RIGHT. 


REPORTS INDICATE A LARGER MA- 
JORITY THAN IN 1894. 


Republican Leaders Everywhere Pre- 

' diet a Better Showing than Two 

Years Ago—Impossible to Find Any 

Free Silver Disaffection Among Re- 

publicans—Democrats Desert Bryan 

by the Hundred—German Vote Will 
Be Nearly Solid for McKinley. 


Oshkosh, Wis., Sept. 15.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.]—In the Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict there is a good opportunity to read the 
signs of the times in Wisconsin, and those 
signs all spell out a surprising majority for 
McKinley and Hobart in the State. The 
Sixth District, reaching as it does from Lake 
Michigan to the “* divide” between the Wis- 
consin and the Fax River water sheds, em- 
braces a long belt of territory, city and 
country, forest and prairie, and including all 
the elements which make politics in Wiscon- 
sin so complex. 

Throughout every one of the seven Coun- 
ties of Calumet, Fond du Lac, Green Lake, 
Manitowoc, Marquette, Waushara, and Win- 
nebago, the reports of coming Republican 
success are so uniform and so flattering that 
the party managers have almost lost their 
breath. The situation here is the same as 
at every other part of the State reached so 
far by THE TRIBUNE representative. If Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart do not pile up a tremen- 
cous majority in Wisconsin the political 
leaders on the Republican side are the worst 
fooled lot of men on this earth. This dis- 
trict is, outside of Milwaukee, the most 
populous in the State, and it includes three 
prosperous cities, Fond du Lac, Manitowoc, 
and Oshkosh. 


Results of Recent Elections. 

In 1892, when the Democrats were carry- 
ing everything before them under the influ- 
ence of the general landslide, and particular- 
ly of the Bennett law, the 
district gave Cleveland 6,800 plu- 
rality. Two years lgter Upham .- car- 
ried the same tier of seven counties by 4,000. 
The change was, here as everywhere else, 
sudden, unexpected, and significant... The 
politicians were taken off their feet by the

This election of 1894 was before the free 
silver agitation had grown to anything like 
its present proportions. Therefore, when 
the present canvass was begun the political 
managers began to take the vote of 18092 as 
a basis for their inquiries. The invariable 
reply from the townships was: 

** Don’t talk to us of 1892. We shall hold 
every vote of 1894 and add to that victory.”’ 

Letters and personal reports from almost 
every township show that the number of 
Republicans who will vote for Bryan is in- 
significant. In almost every case where sil- 
ver Republicans are reported they turn out 


to be Populists who haven't voted the Re- 


publican ticket for years. 

On the other hand the defection of good 
Democrats is more formidable than anybody 
imagined would be the case. Almost every 
prominent German Democrat in the State 
has bolted Bryan, and this district is no ex- 
ception to the rule. The German papers 
which went off on the Bennett law have gen- 
erally come ont openly for McKinley. 

With the directness characteristic of the 
race, the Germans have generally ignored 
the third ticket altogether and pronounced 
for McKinley. ; 

The farmers are stirred up over the 
matter, and every mail brings to head- 
day of election approaches. 

This district is one of the very few which 
will send new material to Congress. Repre- 
sentative Cook declined the renomination 
which’ he could easily have had, and J. H. 
Davidson of Oshkosh, who:‘was formerly 
Chairman of the Congressional committee,¢ 
was given the place. : 


Davidson’s Chances Are Bright. 


He comes from the Princeton and Green 
Lake section, and from his previous political 
work has a large acquaintance all over the 
district. The Popocrats have put up W. F. 
Gruenewald, a real estate man, also of Osh- 
kosh, who is but little known outside.-of this 
city. The Populists had 1,300 votes in this 
district in 1894, and they will indorse Gruene- 
wald’s nomination beyond doubt. If the Re- 
publicans hold to the vote of two years ago 
Davidson will win surely by 3,Q00 majority 
without taking the gold Democrats into ac- 
count at all. From present reports, how- 
ever, the German disaffection will outbal- 
ance the Populist vote entirely, and allows 
the Republicans to clean up the district with 
4,000 or more majority to their credit. 

The candidate for Congress, Mr. Davidson, 
is a lawyer of good address and generally 
popular. He returned last night from a trip 
through the district, and is confident of the 
result. 

Finds No Silver Sentiment. 

‘‘T cannot find any silver sentiment to 
amount to anything,” he said, “ among the 
Republicans of the district. Here and there 
are a few who may vote for Bryan, but the 
sentiment is by no means general or even 
noticeable. I find that the movement among 
the Germans against Bryan is not only seri- 
ous butis growing. Calumet and Manitowoc 
Counties went against us even in 1894, but 
men there say both may go Republican this 
year. The farmers of this district are a par- 
ticularly sober, steady, and even religious 
lot of men. : 

‘** When I talk to them of honest money and 
the payment of debts they nod their heads 
and approve. ‘It is a libel on such men to as- 
sert that they would act dishonestly or re- 
pudiate their debts. In my talks I have met 
the money question fairly and honestly, and 
then have gone on to show the lack of reve- 
nue and the evils of the free trade system. I 
am not making a protection campaign, but 
the farmers seem to understand fully the re- 
lation between the two. subjects. .I found 
that in some places very early in the cam- 
paign there were quite a few silver Repub- 
licans, but in almost every case they soon 
turned back, and with them quite a number 
of Democrats. 

“I am guarding against overconfidence in 
every direction, but from the reports I re- 
ceive and the people I meet I cannot see how 
we can fail to secure an overwhelming ma- 
jority in the district and in the State.” 


Old Democratic Leaders All Bolt. 

: In Oshkosh, as everywhere else in the 
State, it ls only necessary to run over the 
names of the recognized Democratic lead- 
ers to find the men who have repudiated 
Bryan. Among the number here is ex- 
Mayor Dickman, the Main street grocer, an 
influential German, whose business brings 
him into daily contact with farmers from 
all over the country. He is known and 
respected on both sides of Winnebago Lake, 
and makes no concealment of his position. 
He said during the intervals in a busy Sat- 
urday evening trade: 

“I think there are from 850 to 400 gold 
Democrats here in Oshkosh who will not 
vote for Bryan. The same thing is true, in 
different proportions, in every town in the 
State. The Germans are leaving the Chica- 
go ticket every day. Much of this vote is 
going direct to McKinley, as the people be- 
lieve that is the surest way to beat Bryan 
and repudiation. There is hardly a town- 
ship in the State that has not a strong gold 
Democrat vote among the Germans. 

Germans All Against Bryan. 

_ Palmer and Buckner will get some of It, 
but Bryan will get none. I only know one 
silver Republican in this section who will 
vote for Bryan. I see people from all the 
townships daily, and yet I have not been 
able to discover any Bryan vote among the 
Republicans worth noticing. As for the Ger- 
mans of Wisconsin, they are almost solid 
for sound money andthe election will 
show it.”’ 

The singular thing of the campaign thus 
far is that the Popocratic leaders every- 
where practically give up the fight in ad- 
vance. In none of the towns visited can 
any one be found who will predict any land- 
slide for Bryan in Wisconsin, and ali con- 
fine themselves to the declaration that at 
some place, from 25 to 150 miles away, the 
Republicans are flocking to Bryan. First 
it is among the Norwegians at Stoughton, 
then among the farmers around Buffalo 
Lake; then among the round-house men at 
Stevens Point, or the millmen of OshKosh, 
or the lumbermen in the pineries. 

Letters and personal visits have disproved 
the existence of silver sentiment tn all these 
places, so the Democratic managers have 
moved the scene up to the border Une of 
Michigan, away from rallroads and tele- 
graphs, and there it wili fester and rot, for 
no one cares to take the trouble to hunt it 
down. The man on a, bicycle who sets out 
to hunt down the center of silver Republican 
sentiment in Wisconsin will have a record 
to be proud of before he gets through.

SCIENTISTS TO BE ENTERTAINED. 


Citizens of Liverpool! Prepare for Gar- 
den Parties and Banquets. 

Liverpool, Sept. 16.~-The sixty-ninth an- 
nual meeting of the British Association for 
the Advancement,.of Sclence commenced 
here teday under the Presidency of Sir Jo- 
seph Lister, President of the Royal Society. 
The® citizens of Liveruool have prepared a 
long and brilliant series of entertainnments, 
including no less than eight garden parties, 
for the members of the association, and on 
the last day of the meeting a special banquet 
will be held by invitation of the President 
and members of the American Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Sir Joseph Lister’s address, after referring 
to the 1896 jubilee of “* Anesthesia,’’ was de- 
voted to a history of his creation of the an- 
tiseptic treatment in surgery. He detailed 
the influence on antiseptic developments of 
the experiments of Pasteur and others in 
bacteriology and declared that in carrying 
out experiments on fellow-men the golden 
rule is: ‘‘ Let the thing be tried that, ac- 
cording to best judgment, is most likely to 
promote the welfare of the patient.”’ 


IN THE INTEREST OF BUSINESS. 
Recommendations Made by the United 
Kingdom Chambers of Commerce. 

Southampton, Sept. 16.—The Association 
of the Chambers of Commerce of the United 
Kingdom concluded its labors today and ad- 
journed. Among the more important recom- 
mendations of the association are the follow- 
ing: ‘“‘In favor of improving the existing 
canals, and for the formation of public trusts 
for the acquisition and working of water- 
ways, with power of compulsory purchase of 
canals now under control of railway com- 
panies; in favor of the general adoption of 
the metric system of weights and measures: 
that the Government of India should proceed 
at a more rapid rate in railway development: 
for expediting the transmission of seamen’s 
wages free of cost from any port of dis- 
charge; and for improvement in trunk tele- 
phone cables between mercantile centeérs.’’ 


SCIENTISTS ATTACKED AND KILLED. 


Natives of the Solomon Islands Kill a 
Geologist and Seamen. 

Vienna, Sept. 16.—A scientific party from 
the warship Albatross, it is just announced 
here, was attacked on Aug. 10 by natives of 
Guadalcanar, Solomon Islands. The geol- 
ogist of the expedition, Foulton, a midship- 
man, and two seamen were killed. Many 
natives were also killed. 


Italy Objects to Store Orders. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—The Italian 
Government has set about the task of break- 
ing down the system which has prevailed 
in the sulphur mining districts of making 
payment of wages to miners through store‘ 
orders. The prefects are directed to urge 
the mine-owners to abandon this practice 
and pay the workmen in money. If this 


fails it is the intention to enact special laws 


to compel them, and denounce the offenders 
to the penal magistrates.

Compliments the Latter Upon His Alli- 


to Keep the Warlike Spirit of the

| cusses the Dangers of Nihilism and 
_Amarchy—Twe Versions of the 
Czar’s Reply. | 


London, Sept. 17.—The Times prints a spe 
cial article this morning on the recent meet- 
ing of the Emperor of Germany and the Czar, 
cof which the following is a part: 

“The interviews between the Emperor and 
the Czar at Gorlitz consisted of two long 

.talks. Emperor William was effusively ami- 
able and talkative, and even rhetorical, while 


Emperor William declared that the Russo- 
French entente caused him satisfaction 
rather than anxiety, because he regarded it 
asa guarantee of peace. His speech then 
proceeded as follows—I cannot guarantee 
verbal! accuracy, but I believe this is substan- 
tially correct: 

“The German Emperor said: ‘ The French 
Nation does not wish war, but when those 
at the head of affairs desire it the nation is 
very liable to let itself be carried away. At 
present, however, France would not enter 
upon a_great war without your coéperation, 
and I have complete confidence in your tra- 
ditional wisdom. and firmness. I know that

New York Journal.J—News about the 
Antwerp dynamiters is still being reeled off 
by the yard, but the more one reads of it 
the less one knows. The actual facts made 
clear today seem to be three in number— 
that Bell, whose name is not Bell, has been 
delivered to the London police and is on his 
way from Glasgow; that the British Minister 
to France has taken the first step in appli- 
cation for extradition papers; and that nitro- 
glycerine eas found in the house at Berch- 
em, Antwerp, sufficient to make ten pounds 
of dynamite. 

All the rest of the news is contradictory 
and leaves the reader in the plight of a blind 
man groping in a labyrinth. The English 
public is made to believe the Czar was aimed’ 
at, and the English Government appears to 
believe so, or to wish it to appear so, because 
a great force of troops and police are to 
surround the Czar on his arrival in Leith. 
No one is to be allowed inside the lines ex- 
cept persons in full court costume. 

The German press also imagines the plot 
was at least partially directed against the 
Czar; and in Belgium the leading papers 
declare the plot was jointly against the 
Czar and royalty in London, but France 
scouts the idea, and the Paris papers all 
take the ground England has caught some 
Fenians pure and simple, but wishes to drag 
in the Czar in order to make it appear she 
is the guardian of the peace and safety of 
all Europe. 


Denial by a Nihilist. 

A Nihilist tells the Daiiy Telegraph it is 
wretchedly absurd to imagine Nihilists are 
such idiots as to unite with the Irish, who 
in every case upset their own plans by 
treachery. He says the Nihilists have but 
two safe asylums, England and America, 
and to codperate with the Irish would be to 
close Engiand against them. He adds the 
Nihilist branch in America does not possess 
enough money to stake any one as these 
Antwerp wretches were outfitted. 

To tell the truth, nothing has yet been 
disclosed to connect Tynan and his bomb- 
tossers with a plot against the Czar. 

The Westminster Gazette, taking advan- 
tage of the wide latitude for guess work, 
announces the theory Tynan never was the 
genuine No. 1, but played almost a sec- 
ondary part in the Cavendish-Burke atroci- 
ty. The Westminster Gazette suggests Ty- 
han will more likely prove to be a spy in 
the pay of English police. This theory, it 
says, will account for his immunity from ar- 
rest during the last fourteen years. It will 
account for his having been seen in the 
friendly company of a Scotland Yard man 
at Boulogne soon after the Dublin horror, 
and will account for the présent fact: “ That 
Inspector Walsh visits his prisoner several 
times daily, and on Monday spenttwo hours 
with Tynan over a bottle of wine, and at 
Tynan’s request Walsh had him removed 
to a more comfortable cell,”’ 

Fenian Plots Serve Party Purposes. 

The Dublin Freeman's Journal says: 

“ There is a curious synchronism between 
Feniah plote'and the necessities of the Union- 
ist party. In Engiand.those who know the 
secret may explain how’ all these plots sq 
happily fall out for the Unionist party.”’ 

The editor adds: ‘‘Ner is the timeliness 
of these successive sensations their only

Tynan's loud boasting of his American citi- 
zenship and his telegrams to the White 
House have already had the desired effect 
in Paris, where, it is said, the government 
was disposed to grant extradition, but must 
now satisfy itself whether Tynan is a natur- 


‘alized American, because if he is it would 


be peculiar to surrender to a second country 
a citizen of a third. 

The Glasgow police hear Bell came very 
gingerly, catrying a black leather valise, 
They are busy hunting the bombs which may 
have come init. They say he came with let- 
ters to a dangerous dynamitard now dead, 
and had not time to arrange new connections 
with the inner circle of desperate men in the 
local Fenian organization. 

The same police say they will be able to 
prove Bell was in communication with Ty- 
nan while he was in Glasgow. From routine 
sources your readers will hear how Salisbury 
hurried to town to confer with officials in 
charge of the London police and with the 
chief of the bureau that deals with political 
offenders and bomb-throwers. 


Says Tynan Had No Plet. 

I am informed by an intelligent En lis 
journalist who has been ubJing the wwe 
at first hand among the detectives that 
Tynan had no plot at all. Tynan and ac- 
complices were sent over by the physical 
force party in New York, which set itself 
forth to do something in repayment for the 
money it had been collecting. After the 
men reached Europe they took a house 
in the suburbs of Antwerp and man-

surrender, presuming that the proceedings 
are in accordance with the usual legal code 
of the two countries. American citizenship 
cannot be set up to prevent the extradition 
of a person arrested in one country for a 
crime committed in another. As far as the 
United States is concerned it has gone on 
record as taking an advanced position in this 
matter, although some other nations claim 
that such persons cannot be surrendered 
without the consent of the country of their 
citizenship. ’ 

In the case of France, the authorities on 
extradition show that it has always assert- 
ed a similar right to surrender fugitives of a 
third country without seeking its consent, so 
the prospects for ‘successful intervention in 
behalf of Tynan are small. ; 


GEN. O’BEIRNE 18 VERY SUSPICIOUS. 
Says Tynan Is Simply an Agent of the 
British Government. 

New York, Sept. 16.—[{Special.]—Among 
local Irishmen of prominence who deride 
the suggestion that P. J. P. Tynan is or has 
.been concerned in a dynamite plot against 
British officials is Gen. O’Beirne, Commis- 
sioner of Charities and Chairman of the 
committee which welcomed Dr. Gallagher 

on his return to this country. 

‘**In my opinion,” said Gen. O’Beirne to- 
day, ** Tynan is nothing more or less than 
an agent of the British Government, and in 
this matter he is acting entirely in concert 
with.the Scotland Yard authorities. I have 
always believed he was not at hearta friend 
of the Irish ‘cause. He has never explained 
how it was he managed to keep a handsome 
cottage at Audubon Park and live for so 
many years without work. His book proved 
the character of the man, if nothing else 
would,’ 

‘“* And here is another significant circum- 
stance, Why did not the British authorities 
wait ufitil he landed in Dublin, when they 
could hold him without the necessity of any 
extradition proceedings? Besides, for a man 
who was engaged in a secret desperate en- 
terprise Tynan was much too talkative.” 

Chief Detective O’Brien denied yesterday 
the New York police had anything to do 
with the apprehension of Tynan and the 
other alleged dynamiters, as asserted in a 
cablegram from London. 


OPENS CONGRESS. 


He Speaks of Mexican Revenues and 
of Diplomatic Relations. 
City of Mexico, Sept. 16.—The address de- 


| livered this evening by President Diaz on the 


opening of Congress, referring to diplomatic 
relations with the United States, in part is 
as follows: 

* On the 6th of May last a convention was 
concluded at Washington whereby the In- 
ternational Water Boundary Commission be- 
tween Mexico and the United States was 
empowered to study certain questions bear- 
ing on the distribution of the waters,of the 
Bravo or Grande River. The Water Boun- 
dary Commission has settled two grave 
questions of disputed territory-arising from 
changes in the bed of tne Rio Grande, one 
relating to the Chamisila tract, claimed by 
both: commissions on behalf of their gov- 
ernments, and the other regarding the San 
Elizario Istet, which -was awarded by both 
commissions to Mexico.”’ 

Referring to the attack on the Nogales 
custom-house, the President says the Mex- 
ico Legation at Washington has-been in- 
structed to draw thé attention of the De- 
partment of State to the case, and that as 
soon as the judicial investigation now in 
progress at Sonora is completed, the extradi- 
tion of the guilty parties will be asked of 
the United States. 

The President then goes on to refer to the 
recent attempt to hold a pan-American-con- 
ference in the City of Mexico to consider the 
Monroe doctrine. This idea originated with 
the Government of Ecuador. Though the 
congress had dissolved after only a few 
meetings and without accomplishing any- 
thing, it does not fellow that its aims will 
not be some day attained.

“ With regard to the Czar’s reply, there 
are two reports current. According, to onc 
Czar Nicholas shook Emperor William 
warmly by the hand and said: : 

‘““*T am absolutely in agreement with you 
and am ready to join in a work which is 
worthy of our united efforts.’ 

“‘ According to the other report the Czar 
seemed not altogether at ease when Emperor 
William was speaking of France, and, on 
hearing the peroration, he expressed merely 
in very vague terms his pacffic intentions. 

“The latter version seems the more proba- 
ble and more in harmony with the character 
of Nicholas. However, there is no doubt that 
Emperor William subsequently declared him- 
self satisfied with the reply.” 2

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HOPES FOR SCHOOL CIVIL SERVICE. 


H. H. Groas Says the Board of Educa- 
tion Cannot Be Switched from 
the Reform Track. 


The prospects are improving, it is said, 
for actipn on the part of the Board of Edu- 
cation which will concede it is a part of 
the city government and place it under the 
Civil Service Commission of the city. 

H. H. Gross, who introduced the civil serv- 
ice reform resolutions at the last meeting of 
the board and who is a member of the com- 
mittee to which they were referred, said yes- 
terday: 

“I can assure you there is no 
the board being switched off the oi pal 
reform track by the proposition to get up an 
independent civil service machine in and for 
the board. What we want is not separate 
rules and examinations for civil service re- 
form, but the hearty adoption of the rules 
and machinery of the City Civil Service 
Commisison. ; 

** Now, trust me, there will positively be 
no let up on this program. I think a ma- 
jority of the Rules committee think as I 
do; but if the majority reports. in favor of 
any other plan, then there will bea minority 
report and the fight will continue on that 
line to the end. There are already nine 
members that I know of who believe as I 
do about it, and I have no doubt, as we 


have the support of the public and the press, 
that our plan will carry.”’ 


“I do not for a moment admit that the 


service of the Board of Education could be 


improved,” said D. R. Cameron. “It is 
really excellent and the merit system is sane 
adhered. to. Our leading men around thére 
are as honest, capable, and efficient as could 
be desired. But for all this I am warmly in 
favor of putting the board under the Civil 
Service Commisison of Chicago for the rea- 
son that I do not think the members of the 
board ought to have any patronage and for 
the further reason that I am sick and tired 
of spending my time in listening to applica- 
tions for janitor and engineer.” 


WHITE SAYS IT IS ALL A BLUNDER. 


Action of an Attorney and Its Effect on - 


Meihle Printing Press and Man- 
ufacturing Company. 


“ It was all a blunder, but just how it hap- 
pened I cannot yet fully explain:”’

MAKE FIFTEEN MILES IN-FIYE HOURS. 


Col. Crofton’s Men March to Liberty- 
ville and Stay Over One Day to 
Take In the Fair.

LEGISLATIVE AID FOR LINCOLN PARK. 


Commissioners Informed Such May Be 
Necessary in Case of:the Lift- 
ing of Township Lines, 


The effect upon Lincoln Park of the poss!- 
ble lifting of township lines was discussed at 
length at the regular semi-monthly meeting 
of the park board yesterday afternoon. 

The question’ was introduced by Com- 
missioner Nixon, who seemed to think that 
the prospects were exceedingly bright for 
such action. Attorney Brown admitted that 
such action by the people of Chicago would 
‘cause a great deal of confusion to future 
Commissioners of the park. He said, how- 
ever, that if the township lines were lifted, it 
would mot make any difference in the park 
funds for a full year after the change. 

The taxes have already been assessed for 
such purposes and these would necessarily 
have to be paid. As to the future provision 
of funds, Attorney Brown said that it would 
be necessary for the State Legislature to 
law authorizing the Lincoln Park 
Board to assess taxes to raise such funds 
as are needed for its proper management.

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LOSS '10 WAGE EARNERS. 


IT IS SHOWN BY A TARIFF LEAGUE 
COMPILATION. 


Based on Reports from Nearly 600 Mer- 
cantile Establishments of All Kinds 
It Is Proven That. the Decrease in 
Employment Has Exceeded 30 Per 
Cent and in Wages Earned 40 Per 
Cent—Comparison Made Between 
the McKinley and Wilson Tariffs. 


New York, Sept. 16.—(Special.}—The Amer- 
ican ‘Protective Tariff League made public 
today the results of its investigations into 
the comparative condition of industries and 
wage-earners under the McKinley tariff act 
and under the present Wilson-Gorman act. 

Reports received from nearly 600 mercan- 
tile establishments of all kinds show that in 
July, 1896, the number of employés had fallen 
to 78,700 from 114,231 in July, 1892, while the 
amount of wages paid had decreased from 
$3,927,200 to $2,469,712.. The decrease in em- 
ployment has exceeded 30 per cent, the de- 
crease in wages earned 40 per cent. 

There was nothing in such figures to en- 
courage the Popocrats to make free trade 
the issue this year, especially as the decrease 
in workmen employed, and the decrease in 
wages paid to the men who still have work 
to do, is the most marked in the wool and 
woolens, and lumbering and wood finishing 
industries which are ‘ enjoying ” the bene- 
fits of unrestricted free trade under the Wil- 
eon bill, all duties on products of similar 
foreign industries having been removed. 

The months of July, 1892 and 1896, re- 
spectively; were two years after the enact- 
ment-of the McKinley and the Wilson tariffs. 
There can be no possible objection to such 
&@ comparison, for the industries of the 
country had ample time to become settled 
under the new tariffs. In the latter case 
most of them became unsettled. 


Wage Earners and Wages Comparison 

Following is the detailed report of the 
investigation of the number of wage earners 
employed and the amount of their earnings 
during the months named: 

“Up to the close of last week we had re- 
ceived upwards of 550 reports from employ- 
ers in thirty-six different States, who, in 
July, 1892, afforded occupation for 114,231 
hands, whereas the same concerns could 
only employ 78,700 hands in July of this year. 

‘The amount of wages paid in July, 1892, 
to the 114,231 hands aggregated $3,927,200. 
But the pay-rolls for last July, after two 
years of the Democratic free trade tariff, 
aggregated only $2,469,712. The monthly 
average rate of wages has declined from 
$34.50 to $31 among those who are at work. 
The number of hands idle in about 550 estab- 
lishments was 35,531. The monthly loss of 
earnings to the wage earners was $1,457,488. 
The decrease in employment has exceeded 
30 per cent. The decrease in wages earned 
has been 40 per cent, 


“Such are the results of the Democratic 
free trade Gorman tariff after two years’ 
operation, as compared with the McKinley 
protective tariff two years after its enact- 
ment. The total and final results will be 
published in detail early next month. 

“Free Trade Candidate Bryan will doubt- 
less be glad to learn thus early the evil that 
he has accomplished for American labor by 
his advocacy of and by his vote for the 
Gorman tariff. He worked exceedingly hard 
to secure the enactment of the original Wil- 
son bill, which would have been far more 
disastrous, and in which he regarded the 
tariff rates as being ‘ higher than necessary.’ 

‘** We know what the Gorman bill has done. 
We know that the original Wilson bill would 
have been infinitely worse for the interests 
of American wage earners, and we have Bry- 
an’s own words for it that even a 10 per cent 
protective tariff is ‘just as indefensible as 
a tariff of 1,000 per cent,’ also that he re- 
gards protection as being ‘ the most vicious 
political principle’ that Ras ever cursed this 
country. 


Warning Against Further Experiment 


“ The results of the first step toward free 
trade we have shown. It seems difficult to 
realize what the iniquitous effects of Bryan- 
ized free trade would be to labor. Small 
wonder that he deems ‘ it is not necessary to 
discuss the tariff question at this time.’ 
The people, however, will insist upon its dis- 
cussion before the campaign is over.” 

The reports of manufacturers were made 
in response to the following circular re- 
quests, copies of which were sent broadcast 
to representatives of every industry all over 
this country:

side of this card? This will enable us to 
make an accurate comparison of the condi- 
tion of American labor after two years of 
protection and after two years of free trade. 
The information asked will be held as strict- 
ly confidential, and in no case will the 
amount of wages be divulged in connection 
with your firm.

The information requested wan tune of 
the average number of hands employed in 
the months of July, 1892, and 1896, and the 
amount of the pay-roll during each month. 
The league’s partial report includes reports 
received up to Saturday last, but replies are 
coming in at the rate of 100 a day. 

The league report includes a photographic 
copy of the response of one firm, the Baxter 
Stove company of Mansfield, O., which em- 
ployed 129 hands in July, 1892, and 101 in 
July, 1896, paying in wages in July, 1892, 


$5,388, while only $2,653 was paid to the 101. . 


There was no reduction in the rate of wages, 


only in the number of hands and the number . 


of hours they were employed. 
Sweeping Blow to American Industry. 
Mr. Wakeman, Secretary of the league 
was asked for statistics on the character of 
establishments included in the 557 making 
up the report, but said they had not yet been 
compiled. They will be made public in a few 
days and will show how general and sweep- 
ing in its effects was the blow to American 
industries struck by the Wilson-Gorman act. 
“The reduction in number of men em- 
ployed and in amount and percentage of 
wages paid is almost universal, however,” 
said Mr. Wakeman. ‘“ The reports show 
that, ang furthed details will be given to 
the public as soon as they can be compiled. 
The worst sufferers from the paralysis of 
business brought pn by the Gorman tariff 
act are wool and woolens industries, lumber- 
ing, and wood finishing trades, from which 
all protection is removed. It is in those in- 
dustries the reduction in men employed, de- 
crease in wages paid, and cut in the rate of 
wages are most marked. The only exception 
tothe ruleare the bicycle and bicycle sundries 
manufacturing and certain patented novel- 
ties, which report more men employed and 
more wages paid.’”’

Elias Shipman Succumbs to Pneumonia 
While on a Pleasure Trip Near 
Weodruff, Wis. 


Seated by a roaring fire in a camp in the 
woods near Woodruff, Wis., on Monday 
night, surrounded by several companions, 
among them his son, Elias Shipman sud- 


“This is great! I wish I could die right 


here.”’ 

Half an hour later he was dead. 

The party consisted of Mr. Shipman, his 
son, Elias Shipman Jr., F. C. Kelsey, and 
John Flanagan, fellow-clerks in the City 
Hall, and Parker Mason of Lake View. 
They left Chicago a week ago last Friday. 

According to those who brought Mr. Ship- 
man’s body back to Chicago, he was not ill 
more than half an hour. They had been 
hunting during the day and had »Aeen 
drenched by a shower, but none of them 
felt any ill effects when. he returned to 
camp. 

‘* We were all in the best of spirits,”’ said 
Parker Mason, describing the occurrence 
yesterday. “It was a little damp and we 
built up a big fire; Chinese lanterns were 
strung around, and it was really a beautiful 
scene. Shipman seemed as jolly as any of 
us. I remember his saying: ‘ This is great! 
I wish I could die right here.” But none of 
us had any thought this careless wish was 
so soon to be realized.”’ 

After supper, they say, Mr. Shipman, who 
was 67 years old, complained of a pain in 
his chest, and said he had such a cold he 
could hardly breathe. Presently he said he 
thought he would go to bed. Five minutes 
later some one heard him moving about in 
his tent. 

“JT can’t breathe lying down,”’ he said. 
So they bolstered him up and sat with him. 
Half an hour later he was dead. All agreed 
it was a case of pneumonia. Mr. Mason, 
who was at one time a medical practitioner, 
says he is sure it was. 

The party brought the body back to the 
city on Tuesday. Yesterday it lay at Jor- 
dan’s undertaking establishment on Adams 
street. The funeral will take place from No. 
17 Gordon terrace at 4p. m. today.

John L. Vallely—as he gave his name— 
and said to be a Board of Trade operator, liv- 
ing at No. 544 West Van Buren street, shot 
and perhaps fatally wounded Maud Walsh 
at No, 194 West Monroe street last night. 
The woman is now lying in a critical con- 
dition at the County Hospital, and Vallely 
and another dweller in the house where the 
shooting took place are locked up at the 
Desplaines Street Station. 

Vallely claims to have been robbed of $500 
by the woman and to have shot her in his 
attempt to get back the money. 

The man is 28 years old and has every 
appearance of being in affluent § circum- 
stances. He called at the Monroe street 
house last night about 8 o’clock, and while 
with the Walsh woman displayed, it ig said, 
several large rolls of bills, remarking as he 
did so that he had over $1,300 with him. 
Later Vallely left, forgetting to take with 
him an overcoat he had laid aside in an- 
other room. 

Afterward he returned to the fiouse and 
again tarried. He and the woman had been 
together some -time when the latter threw 
her arms around his neck, he says, and made 
a dive for the pocket in which she had seen 
him put the money. 

There was a short scuffle, and when Valle- 
ly examined his rolls, he says, he was over 
$500 short. 

He accused the woman of the theft and a 
quarrel ensued. The Walsh woman called 
for Blanche Wilson, and Vallely drew his 
revolver and shot her through the breas 
just above the heart. , 

The police wére summoned and the Wilson 
woman and Vallely were arrested. Maud 
Walsh was taken to the County Hospital, 
where Drs. Vaughan and Crowley ale an 
examination and declared the wound dan- 
gerous and possibly fatal. : 

On being taken to the station Vallely was 
searched. He then had in his possession 
$657.58. He declared that when he called on 
the Walsh woman he had over $1,300 on his 
person, and the police are inclined to be- 
lieve his story. He will be held pending the 
outcome of the woman’s injuries.

ASK THE NEW SANITARY DISTRICT. 


Residents’ Petition for the Proposed 
Drainage Canal and Boundaries 
Will Be Outlined on Oct. 6G, 


A huge petition. for the formation of a 
sanitary district in the neighborhood of the 
Calumet River was presented to Judge Carter 
yesterday afternoon. 

This is the result of the desire of a large 
number of the residents in that district, and 
previously referred to in THE TRIBUNE, to 
have a drainage canal built from the mouth 
of the Calumet River through Blue Island 
to a point where it is proposed to join the 
present drainage canal. 

For a number of weeks the petition filed In 
court yesterday has been in circulation un- 
der the direction of the Calumet Citizens’ 
Association, with the result that it bears 
upon it the names of 5,500 of the residents 
of the district through which it is desired to 
build the drainage canal. 

The proposition to form a sanitary dis- 
trict will have to be submitted to the voters 
in the district at a special election to be 
fixed by the County Court. 

Judge Carter called to his assistance 
Judges Neely and Dunne of the Circuit 
Court and fixed Oct. 6 as the day for the 
jadicial commissioners to meet and con- 
sider the boundaries of the proposed district. 
After that has been done Judge Carter will 
fix a date for the election. 

The district would comprise seventy square 
miles. 


BIG MORTGAGE IS PLACED ON RECORD 


Chicago Edison Company Secures to 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust & 
Bond Issue of $3,500,000,

One of the largest trust deeds ever exe- 
cuted in this county was received at the Re- 
corder’s office yesterday. The deed was by 
the Chicago Edison company to the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, and was 
for $3,500,000. It is to secure an issue of 
bonds of that amount. The mortgage is 
on all the property, real and personal, of the 
company. 

The total indebtedness of the company, in- 
cluding all its bonds, is $2,750,000. All of 
this will be refunded, and in many cases at 
a lower rate of interest. What is left of 
the proceeds will be expended in improve- 
ments. 

The bonds will be $1,000 each, and the in- 
terest will be at 5 per cent, payable semi- 
annually. 


FOUR WORKMEN BURIED UNDER A WALL 


Foundation Wall Gives Way at the 
Grand Pacifie Hotel, Killing One 
Laborer and Injuring Three. 

The west foundation wall of the light shaft 
in the west half of the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yielded to the pressure of several tons of 
brick, which were piled in the inclosure, 
at 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning and four 
men were buried under the brick and plaster. 
One died before he could be lifted into the 
police ambulance. The others were taken to 
the County Hospital, where it was found 

their injuries were not dangerous.

When the old hotel building was torn 
down some of the cut stone and brick were 
disposed of to the contractor for the new 
building for the Northwestern University 
to be used as the home of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings Batk. The bricks were piled 
in the inclosure left by the foundation walls 


of the light shaft in the center of the build- 
ing to be used in constructing interior foun- 
dations for the bank building, and a force of 
seven men was at work yesterday with hods 
and wheelbarrows carrying the material. 

Some of the men were taking brick from the 
south side of the light shaft, where they 
were piled against the outer edge of the 
wall. Others are said to have been loading 
their hods from the pile against the west 
wall. 

Two foremen gave warning of the impend- 
inte danger and three of the seven men 
jumped successfully to places of safety. 
When the dust cleared away the feet of two 
men were sticking out from the brick pile 
and the cries of two more could be heard. 

Several police ambulances soon came and 
dozens of willing hands set to work to rescue 
the four imprisoned men. Arnone, known at 
the building as Nonan, was the first to be 
taken out. His skull was crushed and his 
body bruised and bleeding. His head fell 
into the hod he carried. 

Rush and Marossuv were next taken out. 


Baulding was removed within twenty min- 
utes of the accident. All were barely con- 
scious and unable to walk to the ambu- 
lances. 

Policeman Donahue, who is stationed at 
the hotel building, said he had seen them 
working in the brick piled against the west 
wall. The wall itself is about nine inches 
in thickness and is old and crumbling.

belonging to the goldbug Democracy! 


} back to the time of Andrew Jackson, and whom 
had he arrayed against him? The very men who, 
after trying to use the Democratic party for pri- 
vate gain, and having failed, are now trying to 
elect the Republican candidate for President by 
nominating a gold standard candidate. 


This was intended to show that Jackson 
was down on the gold standard and in 
favor of the kind of money that Bryan ad- 
vocates—yviz.: A silver dollar coined free, 
eontaining half the value of a gold dollar, 
for buying things, but equal to it in 
paying debts contracted in gold value 
money. 

Why did not Bryan quote from Jackson 
some declaration to that effect? Simply 
because Jackson never said anything of the 
kind. President Jackson never conceived 
as possible a bimetallic system where the 
silver dollar would not concurrently cir- 
culate with the gold dollar in commerce. 
It would have been regarded by him as 
the acme of absurdity to calltat monetary 
system “ bimetallism’’ where thie silver 
dollar was only worth half as much in pur 
chasing power as the gold dollar. 

He and Senator Benton tried hard in 
1834 to find the true commercial ratio be- 
tween certain weights of gold and silver 
which would enable them to circulate side 
by side concurrently as money of account. 
Jackson thought it was found in 23 1-5 
grains of pure gold and 371% grains of 
pure silver. He believed these weights 
were of equal value among the merchant 
traders and bankers of the world, or as 
near to it as it was possible to get. That 
was Gen. Jackson’s idea of “ bimetallism.”’. 
He wanted no hard money put in circula- 
tion by the United States of less purchasing 
power or intrinsic value than the gold dollar 
of 1834. 

Whether Andrew. Jackson belonged to 
the goldbug Democracy or not one thing 


is certain, that he did not belong to the 


silver bug wing of it, nor to the many-legged, 
fiat, hairy Populist caterpillar, nor to any 
other lepidopterous insect. A contemporary 
referring to Bryan’s preposterous effort to 
make a 50-cent dollarite of Old Hickory 
has this to say about Jackson’s position on 
the currency question: 

Mr. Bryan draws on his imagination and ignores 
the facts of history. The present standard weight 
of the gold coins of the United States is fixed by 
the act of Congress of June 28, 1834, approved by 
Gen. Jackson, and in force from July 31 of that 
year. The same act makes the eagle a legal ten- 
der for $10, and in like proportion for its frac- 
tions. Following up this statute, an act of March 
8, 1885, established two branch mints, one in 
Georala and one in North Carolina, “ for the 
coinage of gold only "'; another at New Orleans 
‘‘for the coinage of gold and silver.’’. This act 
was approved by Gen. Jackson, then President 
of the United States. 

Let us look still further at Gen. Jackson's gold 
record. 
to Congress Dec. 2, 1834, he says: ‘‘ The progress 
ef our gold coinage is créditable to the officers of 
the mint, and promises in a short period to fur- 
nish the country with a sound and portable cur- 
rency, which will much diminish the inconven- 
jence to travelers.'’ Again, in his seventh annual 
message to Congress, Dec. 2, 1835, Gen. Jackson 
says: ‘* Connected with the condition of the 
finances and the flourishing state of the country in 
all its branches of industry, it is pleasing to wit- 
ness the advantages which have already been de- 
rived from the recent iaws regulating the value 
of the gold coinage. These advantages will be 
more apparent in the course of the next year, 
when the branch mints authorized to be estah- 
lished in North Carolina, Georgia, and Louisiana 
shall have gone into operation.”’ 

At the era named Gen. Jackson was justly 
alarmed at the insecurity, depreciation, and 
fluctuation of the paper money in circulation in 
the United States, and used every ~- effort to 
strengthen the specie basis of the country as a 
remedy agains the instability of a paper cur- 
rency, and he states that he anticipates that ** the 
use of gold and silver as a circulating medium 
will become general in the ordinary transactions 
connected with the labor. of the country.’’ 

The above citations are enough to show 
that the goldbugs have a right to point 
to the example of Gen. Jackson as in favor 
of a silver dollar of equal purchasing power 
with the gold dollar. 


FOREIGN FREE-TRADERS SEE A LIGHT 

Ev¢gr since the days when Cobden and 
John} Bright convinced first the English 
people, and then Sir Robert Peel that free 
trade was preferable to imposts on grain 
the London Spectator has been an irrecon- 
cilable free-trader and has continually as- 
serted that no sensible man could possibiy 
be a protectionist. Especially bitter have 
been its comments upon the protectionists 
of the United States, and all its artillery of 
abuse has been for years turned upon Maj. 
MeNRinley. In view of these facts the fol- 
lowing excerpts from an editorial in the 
Spectator of recent date are particularly in- 
teresting. The editorial is called “American 
Centrifugalism,” and is principally devoted 
to a feeble attempt to show that the United 
States is likely to fly into discordant pieces 
before. long. These are the extracts we 
mean. They are pretty long, but they are 
well worth reading: 


It is because the Union covers al] the varieties 
of life spread over a great continent that the 
protective doctrines which have grown up of 
late, and have rendered the American people so 
jealous of European and ‘Asiatic competition, 
have done so Httle harm to the United States 
itself. The free trade which the Union guar- 
antees between its widely severed States, be- 
tween sub-tropical States and temperate States, 
and almost arctic States, between maritimé 
States &nd inland States, between mining States 
and agricultural States, between literary States 
and half-barbarous States, is the reason why the 
spread of a narrowly protective policy has done, 
and can do, 80 little harm. Free trade in a great 
continent is not se good as free trade in a planet, 
but it is so infinitely better than free trade in 
a very limited area of a few thousand square 
miles that the evil of the protective and jealous 
policy is disguised, and the American people 
prosper in. spite pf doctrines which are not only 
mistaken Mit would be destructive if they were 
not kept at bay by the vast extent of the surface 
cver which free trade is guaranteed. If once the 
various States could break asunder and could 
begin ‘‘ protecting ’’ themselves against each 
other, if the West could shut out the East and the 
North the South, we should soon see the poisonous 
jealousies which are so freely expressed and cir- 
culated in the heat of a Presidential election, 
rendering the whole continent miserable and 


| Sturving out the populations which had prided 


themselves on fomenting these jealousies. The 
Union has been saved from ruin by the very ex- 


tent of the differences between its various mem- 


bers. If positive law had not forbidden the em- 
bodiment of their jealousies in actual policy we 
shouid long ago have seen the States growing 
both poorer and more exclusive. Indeed, in that 
case the West would never have attained the im- 
mense power which it now wields in the Union. 
while the East weuld have lost half the oppor- 
tunities for its growth in wealth and influence. 
What England would have gained by having 
perfect free trade with the colonies, the United 
States has gained by being included under the 
limits of a Federdi Constitution which covers 
climates and populations and institutions quite 
as different from each other as those of England 
from those of her greater colonies. 


That is precisely the reason why the 
United States should return as soon as possi- 
ble to the protective policy, which caused 
prosperity greater than that which has ever 


In his sixth annual message, delivered, 


fallen to the lot. of any other nation in a 
similar period of time. The markets of the 
world, in which the Democrats were so de- 
sirous American manufacturers should 
] compete with their foreign rivals, are not 
of as much importance as the home market, 
in which free trade is guaranteed. 

But no American who has observed the 
results that have attended the silly and fu- 
tile attempt to try the opposite policy needs 
any instruction on that point. The Ameri- 


‘can people are practically unanimous in the 


opinion that free trade means bankruptey. 
Even Mr. Bryan, who four years ago was 
howling for a low tariff, now has nothing 
to say on that subject, and there is no longer 
any contention in any quarter that the 
Gormandized Wilson bill should be perpetu- 
ated. 

But it should not escape notice that the 
bigoted Englishmen, speaking through their 
most bigoted organ, the Spectator, have at 
last been compelled to admit that what ia 
good for a little island like England may not 
be, therefore, of necessity good for a con- 
tinent like the United States. The admis- 
sion conclusively shows that truth is mighty 
and will prevail.

ANOTHER mannes. oo xe MAINE ELEC- 

Thé returns from Maine in detail show 
an increase of 13,000 in the Republican 
vote over the Presidential] vote of 1892 and 
a corresponding decrease of 17,000 in the 
Democratic column. There are very few 
plutocrats in the State and perhaps the big- 
gest of all is Sewall, the running mate of 
Bryan. Maine is made up of “ common 
people,” largely farmers and lumbermen. 
It has no large cities and few trusts or mo- 
nopolies. Probably the one man in the 
State who comes closest to being a monop- 
olist is the Popocratic candidate for Vice- 
President. Farm products, moreover, are 
almost a# cheap in Maiae as they are in 
lowa, Kansas, or Nebraska, 

But the farmers of Maine are intelligent 
and are not led astray by such charlatans 98 
Peffer, Bryan, Allen, Lease, etal. They do 
not charge to the account of the “ crime of 
"73," which prevented silver monometal- 
lism, the cause of the cheapness of the 
crops for the last two orthree years, They 
see that the free silver 16 to 1 agitation for 
a 50-cent standard dollar has caused loss 
of confidence among all business-men as to 
the future of the currency, credits, debts, 
and all other commercial affairs. They see 
that this agitation has been responsible di- 
rectly for hard times. This business de- 
pression has cut down eniployment in the 
cities and towns and reduced the consump- 
tion of the farmers’ products greatly. The 
reduction in money obtained from the sale 
of agricultural products this year will ex- 
ceed $500,000,000. This is one of the beau- 
tiful effects of KBryanism, Populism, repudi- 
ation, and dishonesty, openly preached and 
threatened to a greater extent if Bryan 
should be elected. 

The “common people” of Maine have a 
large sum of money in the savings and com: 
mercial banks and otherwise loaned out on 
interest, and they have besides many thou- 
sands invested in life insurance. They do 


not propose to take the chance of getting. 


back for their honest dollars the half-bogus, 
creditor-cheating Bryan free silver 50-cent 
dollars. There are many old Union soldiers 
in Maine and tens of thousands of salaried 
and working men, and they do not intend to 
lose their good pay and be forced to accept 
the Bryan substitute. They registered thut 
determination with effectiveness in the 
State election. They showed conclusiy ely 
that Bryan’s frothy, deceptive gabble had 
no weight with them. 


CHINA’S HERITAGE FROM THE WAR. 

The detailed reports of Mr. Jameson, the 
British Consul at Shanghai, supplementing 
facts published from other sources, justify 
the conclusion that an immediate future of 
great prosperity and commercial progress 
has been made possible for China by the 
complete defeat that nation suffered in the 
war with Japan. The Chinese are steeped 
in ignorance and conservatism, the fruit of 
a policy of isolation held to for centuries, 
and no ordinary shock has been able to 
break the barrier and give an entrance to 
enlightening influences. The following re- 
capitulation of the results of the recent war 
will aid in an appreciation of how extraor- 
dinary the present shock has been: 


The Chinese navy was annihilated, the two 
principal: naval arsenals were ruined, and one of 
them, Port Arthur, has passed permanently into 
the hands of Russia; many thousands of the best- 
trained: Chinese soldiers were killed, a vast quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition was captured and 
will have to be repiaced, and, finally, the country 
is saddled with a public debt, which, including 
the supplemental indemnity paid for the restora- 
tion of the Liau Tung Peninsula, amounts to 
nearly $200,000,000, 


A burden of this immensity seems great 
enough to crush many a nation, but in the 
ease of China it will just suffice to crush 
through the shell that has been hardening 
for hundreds of years and let civilization 
pour in. 

Mr. Jameson points out the special im- 
portance of the clause in the Japanese 
treaty which cancedes the right of Japan 
to import machinery and to establish manu- 
factories at open ports, and which grants 
to products of these manufactories “ the 
same immunity from inland taxation as is 
secured to goods imported: from foreign 
countries,” It follows that every other 
foreign country whose treaty with China 
contains “* the most favored nation ” clause 
will share in these privileges, The effect of 
this great concession has been evidenced 
already in the cotton industry. Opposition 
by the Pekin Government to foreign-owned 
mills has been obdurate and would have 
continued so probably if China had defeated 
Japan. But following immediately the 
signing of this Japan treaty four immense 
niills have been established in Shanghai 
alone, three by English and one by Ger- 
man companies, an} enough more are in 
contemplation to provide by native work- 
manship the 180,000 bales of yarn imported 
annually at a cost of $7,500,000, Mr. Jam- 
esonu predicts also that a broadening of the 
same etiterprise will enable China soon to 
manufacture all the sheetings and common- 
er form of shirtings now imported, bringing 
the total sum conserved to the Chinese up 
to possibly $15,000,000 annually. The 
strides in this industry alone, it is apparent, 
may almost counterbalance in a quarter of 
a century the losses resulting from the war, 
in addition to endowing the nation with the 
‘source of future millions of positive gain. 

Mr. Jameson is not so sanguine of the 
immediate prospects for railroad construc- 
tion, from which so much has been expected 
in the prophecies as to China’s future. Li 
Hung Chang frankly stated, while in New 
York, that he was not disposed to permit 
foreigners to control railways in his coun- 
try, and Chinese government officials and 
merchants would be even less inclined than 
he to sanction such a course. It is not 
probable, therefore, that under-these cir- 
cumstances European or American capital 
would be attracted to any appreciable. ex- 
tent to railroad building in China which 
Chinese would subsequently direct. The 
world has learned to place the right esti-

road, and when China at last learns the 
lesson and is willing to deal equitably with 
capita] the Flowery Kingdom is destined to 
bloom with amazing effulgence. But ap- 
parently that measure of progress is yet to 
be denied. 


A BRYANIZED SUPREME COURT. 

There has been of late a labored effort 
on the part of several lawyers to establish 
the fact that Congress cannot constitutional- 
ly make silver a legal tender at a rate of 
only one-half its commercial value, The 
New York Sun is decidedly of opinion that 
this is only a waste of time, for, assuming 
the opinion of the lawyers to be correct, it 
would make no difference in the end. Bryan 
would carry his point by revolutionizing 
the Supreme Court, and the platform upon 
which he was nominated was intended to 
bring about just that result. As the Sun 
says: “The question whether any given 
measure of legislation is constitutional or 
not must ultimately be determined by the 
United States Supreme Court. The num- 
ber of Judges in that tribunal can be 
doubled or trebled by the united action of 
Congress and the President without the 
necessity of an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion.” 

The Chicago platform prepares the way 
for this. It facilitates the packing of the 
Supreme Court with agents of the Popo- 
cratic administration who may be relied 
upon to render a decision sustaining the 
validity of the income tax. It will be 
utilized not alone for this, but for upholding 
the constitutionality of the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1. The question of constitutionality 
would not be allowed to stand in its way. 
With a Supreme Court packed to suit him- 
self and his Populistic crowd he would 
carry into effect any one or all of bis fan- 
tastic, disturbing, and dangerous notions. 
The constitutionality of a law would de- 
pend upon his own caprice and the readi- 
ness of his Populistic Judges to put that 


‘eaprice into operation. 


The best way to avoid this danger is to 
beat Bryan at the polls, In that case there 
will be no danger of a Bryanized Supreme 
Court constituted to do his will and to give 
effect to the wild and ruinous projects of 
his Populistic following. As the Sun says: 
“It seems a waste of time to discuss the 


.constitutionality .of' Bryan’s various fan- 


tastical projects. If he is defeated, they 
are defeated with him. If he is elected 
with suflicient support in Congress he will 
create a Supreme Court which will construe 
the Constitution just as he desires to have 
it construed.”

The 
words gushed in seething incoherency from 
the liberated spring of vocal perpetual mo- 
tion and poured over the land like a deluge 
until the electors of Vermont went to the 
polls. Even while their ballots were fiut- 


* tering to the bottom of the boxes, William 


Jennings Bryan talked on and on; he talked 
even until a young © man, braving the 
tempest, made the fateful request: ** What 
do you think of the result in Vermont?” 
Then came the extraordinary declaration: 

“I have nothing to say.” 

William Jennings Bryan was silent. 

But anon out burst the storm again in 
redoubled fury. The early pretense of 
argument was abandoned. It became at 
last a blazing appeal to class hatred, re- 
plete with words and words and words, with 
never a sign of reason, until again a Com- 
monwealth laid aside its usual functions 
and the electors of Maine went forth to the 
polis to vote. And again that fateful ques- 
tion fell on the ears of Williain Jennings 
Bryan, and the wonder grew when again he 
said: 

* T have nothing to say.” 

William Jennings Bryan was silent. 

But over the land he flies again, in 
despair and reckless haste this time, the 
words dammed for an instant oniy, pouring 
forth in meaningless volume, talking, 
preaching, appealing, threatening, telling 
farmers to sacrifice the laboring man, tell- 
ing laboring men to sacrifice the farmers, 
telling all to sacrifice any man who has a 
dollar, telling all, in fact, if they only knew 
it, to sacrifice themselves, to elect William 
Jennings Bryan; and thus will he rage and 
storm and rant until the electors of the 
Nation go to the polls in November.

A comparison of the recent elections in 
Arkansas and Maine suggests some inter- 
esting points.

661,000, or a little more than one-half that 
of the former.

BLUWN UP ON A FLOAT. 


THREE BOYS TAKE AN UNWILLING 
TRIP THROUGH THE AIR. 


Joseph and John Culver and Thomas 
Carey, on a Hunting Expedition) 
Camp Out on an Old Boat and Put 
Their Ammunition in a Stove to 
Keep It Dry—Powder Explodes and 
Ail Are Injured, Though Not Seri- 
ously. 


Three men of Brighton Park—Joseph Cul- 
ver, his brother John Culver, and Thomas 
Carey—started out on the drainage canal 
yesterday on a shooting tour and put their 
powder in a stove to keep it dry. Joseph 
Culver was ‘resting easily last night at the 
County Hospital. The other two fortunate- 
ly escaped serious injury. 

The three men left their homesin Brighton 
Park on Tuesday night, prepared for their 
trip, and in order to get an early start they 
went to the foot of Hyman avenue, where 
the old canal runs, and fixed themselves and 
their guns and powder in a comfortable 
place for the night, which was cold and 
damp. 

They camped for tke night on an old 
float, which is hardly worthy the dignity of 
the name of a boat. The men found bunks. 
So did the powder. They thought it was 
too bad to leave the powder in a place where 
it might get wet and then possibly spoil. 
The three men only know why the stove 
suggested itself as a safe resting abode for 
the powder, but when the stove was sug- 
gested no one said nay. There would be no 
possibility of the powder getting damp while 
it was in a stove. 

History doesn’t tell what time the hunters 
went to bed, or what time they put the pow- 
der in the oven of thé stove, but it does tell 
the time the three hunters awoke and the 
manner of their awakening. 

The powder did it by exploding. The pow- 
der traveled—not towards the center of the 
earth but upwards. So did the stove. So, 
also, did the men in one, two, three order. 

With a roar, which the laborers on the 
drainage canal and other people heard, 
about 5 o’clock yesterday morning this pow- 
der bolted, and compelled the hunters to 
forsake the ship. Joseph Culver’s body was 
bruised and in some places torn by the force 
of the explosion and bits of flying material. 

John Culver and Thomas Carey took un- 
willing flights in the air and landed plump 
in theoldcanal, The shooting trip was post- 
poned, and the three started back, John 
Culver and Carey aiding their more badly 
hurt companion.

PLAYERS SAVE UMPIRE SHERIDAN. 


Crowd Attempts to Molthe Unpopular 
Official After the Game. : 

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 16.—[{Special.]—But 
for the protection of the Cincinnati and 
Pittsburg players, Umpire Sheridan would 
have been mobbed at the conclusion of the 
second game. A crowd of people numbering 
several hundred surrounded and wanted to 
“do him.”’ A number of missiled were 
thrown, and for a minute it looked as if 
the ma nwould be killed.

was surrounded by the Reds. They then 
tried to push the rioters away. Several of 
the latter attempted to drag Sheridan out, 
but the ball players beat them back. Then 
the crowd melted away. 

The first game was lost by Pittsburg in the 
first inning, when bases on balls, base- 
hits, and awful yellow errors were as plenty 
as were good sound money votesin Maine on 
Monday, and in the second game there was 
the weakest kind of batting. The Pirates 
were unable to get their hits together at any 
stage.

Gimm, who is in the city, Waving come 
here from the East purposely to ride in the 
race, could not be found yesterday, but it 
is said the temporary suspension is placed 
upon him for his failure to ride at an Eastern 
meet in which he was entered. Unless the 
suspension is raised, which is not at all prob- 
able, Gimm will be unable to participate in 
the twenty-four hour race next week, and 
will disappoint a great many persons who 
are looking forward to that event with inter- 
est. 

The local riders who fall beneath Gideon’s 
ax this week are H. C. Wood of the Illinois 
Cycling club and. F. H. Schinneer of 
the Columbia Wheelmen. Both these riders 
are transferred at their own request, but it 
is said the request was made barely in time, 
as they would have been transferred soon 
anyhow, and that their transfer is but a fore- 
runner of what is shortly to follow. 


Cause of Transfer Unknown. 


The local L. A. W. officials are close- 
mouthed as to the causes of the transfers, 
and refused yesterday, with the usual air 
‘of mystery with which the league's affairs 
are conducted, to say anything. The real 
reason, however, why the local officials re- 
fuse to.say why the men were transferred 
is that they have under investigation the 
cases of not less than fifty amateurs, all 
Chicago riders, the majority of whom will 
be transferred to the professional class for 
the same reason that Wood and Schinneer 
were transferred, and investigations to that 
end are being carried on secretly that the 
amateurs concerned will not have an op- 
portunity of covering their tracks. The of- 
ficials steadfastly refuse to divulge what 
offense these amateurs are guilty of, but 
nevertheless some iron-bound rule of this 
autocratic organization has been broken, 
and the amateurs will consequently be made 
to suffer. It is said that when the investiga- 
tions are completed so many riders will be 
found guilty the local amateur ranks will 
be sadly diminished, in fact, that transfers 
will be such a wholesale affair there will be 
but few amateurs left in the city. 

Another rider who is likely to find himself 
in the professional ranks is Walter Simkin of 
the Calumet Cycling club, who gave such 
speedy performances at the recent Coliseum 
meet Simkin’s -case is now being investi- 
gated, together with the others, and if the 
charges are proved to be correct he will be 
acted upon by Gideon. Sjmkin, it is said, 
is subsidized by a local manufacturing firm, 
and also that he received pay for riding at 
Electric Park recently.

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TO INVADE HYDE 


CITY RAILWAY PLANS A LINE FoR 
WOODLAWN AVENUE. _ 


Would Run from Forty-seventh Street 
to Sixty-seventh—Territory Is Now 
Poorly Supplied with Transporta- 
tion Facilities—General Electric Is 
Active—Alley “1L’”’ Promises to Be a 
More Important Factor in Future— 
No Date Set for Opening Exchange. 


The Chicago City railway purposes building 
an electric line in Woodlawn avenue from 
Forty-seventh street to Sixty-seventh street. 
This line, as-proposed by the City railway, 
will be in effect a continuation of the Forty- 
seventh street line, and cars running on 
Forty-seventh street lines will alternate in 
running east to the lake and in turning south 
in Woodlawn and running through to Sixty- 
seventh street: The planof theCity railway 
is to give a main feeder line through the 
Hyde Park and Woodlawn district in a por- 
tion of the city which is now poorly served 
by transportation lines. The City railway 
has no north and south Mne running east 
of Cottage Grove avenue. There is a popu- 
lous district one mile in width, in which there 
is no north and south street car lines, and the 
lines running east and west are so far apart 
as-to make it almost impossible to serve 
the people living in that section. The plan 
was originally to have the electric line run 


_South on Madison avenue from Forty- 


seventh street: This was given up, however, 
by the City railway in favor of Woodlawn 
avenue, which is more nearly in the center of 
the district. The line proposed on Madison 
avenue would have paralleled the Illinois 
Central at a distance of from one to three 
blocks, and the City railway officials gave 
up consideration of that street because of 
its nearness to. the Illinois Central. 

The General Electric people are meeting 
with considerable opposition in their efforts 
to secure a north and south street. The City 
railway officials have apparently -become 
alive to the danger of a competitor, ani 
every move’ made by the General Electric 
is being watched by the City railway*and an 
effort is being made to check its rival. Wa- 
bash avenue is at present the scene of the 
fight between the City railway and General 
Electric, but the latter cempany now 
promises to invade other districts. There 
are plans now for some cross-town lines, 
which would parallel the existing lines of the 
City railway. The General Electric s 
been particularly active in Hyde Park and 
Kenwood, and one of the plans of the Gen- 
eral Electric is to secure some street between 
Forty-seventh and Fifty-fifth streets for 
one of its cross-town lines. There is some 
probability of the company canvassing for 
signatures on Fifty-second Street, the street

Electric Feeders for Alley “L 


The Alley “ L” promises in future to b 
more important facter in South Side districts 
than it has been in the past. A member of 
one of the Bondholders’ committees and a 
man who has to a large extent conducted 
thé foreclosure fight, said as soon as the sale 
was confirmed and the title of the bondhold- 
ers was secured the new company to be 
organized would take up the question of 
feeder lines. He said the plan favored by 
the members of the two committees was for 
surface electric lines, running to the Stock- 
Yards, to Englewood, and to Hyde Park. 
There were two considerations, he said, 
which caused the committee to lopk favora- 
bly upon surface as opposed to elevated 
lines. He said while the company might ob- 
tain a franchise for a branch to the Stock- 
Yards, it would be exceedingly difficult to 
obtain the right to build an elevated Hne into 
“nglewood, and in his opinion an impossi- 
bility to build an elevated structure in Hyde 
Park. Franchises for surface lines, he be- 
lieved, would be-easier to obtain. The most 
important feature, however, was the matter 
of cost. A surface line could be built for 
$15,000 a mile, while it would cost $500,000 
a mile to obtain a right of way and build an 
elevated structure, 

In the event of the Alley “L” building 
surface lines as connections, they will prob- 
ably be completed within six months from 
the time the title passes to the new company. 
The cost would be comparatively small and 
the new company would be in a position to 
obtain the money necessary without dif- 
ficulty. The plan is to build inclined planes 
for the electric cars torun up along the track 
of the elevated structure and passefigers 
would step off the electric cars on one side 
of the platform and take the elevated train 
on the opposite side. The member of the 
committee who was authority for this state- 
ment said the matter had been discussed in 
both committees and had been favorably 
received. Only one fare would be charged 
for the trip on the two lines. 


No Date for Opening the Exchange. 


The Governing committee of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange held its monthly meeting 
yesterday, but it did not set a date for the 
opening of the exchange. In fact the matter 
was not discussed owing to the promptness 
with which a motion to adjourn was made 
and carried. While a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Governing committee would have 
voted against a proposition for reopening it 
was thought best not to have a controversy 
over the matter. It was known there were 
some members who favored opening on Sept. 
25, and so, when the regular business had 
been transacted and before any opportunity 
had been given for a motion one of the mem- 
bers moved to adjourn and the motion was 


promptly seconded. Such a motion is not de- 


batable and the Governing committee 
promptly adjourned. There were some in- 
teresting matters up before the Governing 
committee, including a request from the 
members of the special committee appointed 
to investigate the Moore failure, to be re- 
lieved from further work. The committee 
was not discharged, but instead a subcom- 
mittee consisting of Solomon Sturgis, John 
H. Wrenn, and G. A. McClellan was ap- 
pointed to give aid to the senior committee. 
The subcommittee will be charged with the 
finishing up of the work inaugurated by the 
Jamieson committee. The members will at- 
tempt to close the Diamond Match deals 
upon a pro rata distribution of the $200,000 
fund which has been raised by the members 
of the other committee. Mr. Jamieson an- 
nounced $200,000 was in sight and that it 
could be ready for distribution in twenty- 
four hours after the brokers signed an egree- 
ment to accept their pro rata part in lieu of 
all further claims against pool members. 


Money Rates Become Easier. 


The Treasury gold reserve yesterday stood 
at $114,271,705, an increase of $54,577 from 
the previous day. The gold now being deposited is 
coming in smaller sums than has been the case 
recently, but it gives a further indication of the 
improvement in the general situation. There will 
be considerable gold imported during the next few 
weeks, according to —s indications, and it 
will not be surprising if the reserve is built-up to 
a point in excess of the high-water mark of the 
year. The effect of the Ss of the Treasury 
reserve is being felt in the general business situ- 
ation. In the fast, in particular, money.-is be- 
coming easier and there has been a decline in 
interest rates. In New York yesterday call money 
was quoted at 4 per cent and time money at 6 per 
hicago yesterday time money was 
loaned at 7 per cent and call loans were made at 
6 per cent. There was plenty of money for all 
persons who had a legitimate use for it.

PLAYERS SAVE UMPIRE SHERIDAN. 


Crowd Attempts to Molthe Unpopular 
Official After the Game. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 16.—{Special.]—But 
for the protection of the Cincinnati and 
Pittsburg players, Umpire Sheridan would 
have been mobbed at the conclusion of the 
second game. A crowd of people numbering 
several hundred surrounded and wanted to 
“do him.” A number of missiled were 
thrown, and for a minute it looked as if 
the ma nwould be killed. As the majority of 
the spectators had left their seats and were 


see the sensational incident at the finish. It 
was the first actual menace to the life of 
an umpire in this city for many years, and 
Sheridan, no doubt, was glad to get away 
with a whole skin. 

In the third inning of the second game 
Irwin doubled to center field. Stenzel fielded 
the ball to Padden, who was on second, and 
Irwin was apparently caught several feet 
off the bag. Sheridan had not ran down 
to see the play at close range, and called 
Irwin safe. Padden jumped into the air, 
threw the ball on the ground, and ran in to 
the plate where Sheridan was. Then he 
argued the mattcr, and closed his speech by 
calling Sheridan an offensive name. Irwin’s 
hit was the beginning of the three runs 
made in that inning, and not a few of the 
Pirates’ rooters thought they had a griev- 
ance. 

In the ninth inning, when the Pirates were 
to ‘prevent a secand shutout in one day, 
Stenzel got on first. Elmer Smith knocked 
down a short one to George Smith, who 
fielded the ball to Vaughn. The play. was a 
close one, and Sheridan gave Cincinnati the 
benefit of the doubt. From all the bleachers 
came hisses and groans. 

As the spectators were leaving and Sher- 
idan was talking to several Cincinnati play- 
ers at their bench, a crowd of twenty-five or 
thirty people who had. cut across the dia- 
mond, surrounded him. One man threw a 
piece of board, another cast a stone, anda 
third shied a pop-bottle in the umpire’s di- 
rection. Every second the crowd was grow- 
ing larger, until there were probably 200 

ople around the bench. In the meantime, 
he Pittsburg players, who had gone to 
their dressing-room, were apprised of what 
was going on, and rushed out on the field. 
Each-man was armed with a bat. Headed 
by Patsy Donovan, they forced their way 
into the center of the crowd, where Sheridan 
was surrounded by the Reds. They then 
tried to push the rioters away. Several of 
the latter attempted .to drag Sheridan out, 
but the ball players beat them back.’ Then 
the crowd melted away. 

The first game was lost by Pittsburg in the 
first inning, when bases on balls, base- 
hits, and awful yellow errors were as plenty 
as were good sound money votesin Maine on 
Monday, and in the second game there was 
the weakest kind of batting. The Pirates 
were unable to get their hits together at any 
stage. ,The score:

PLACED UNDER TEMPORARY S8US- 
PENSION BY THE RACING BOARD.

Louis Gimm of Cleveland, O., who is en-

Gimm, who is in the city, Having come 
here from the East purposely to ride in the 
race, could not be found yesterday, but it 


is said the temporary suspension is placed | 


upon him for his failure to ride at an Eastern 
meet in which he was entered. Unless the 
suspension is raised, which is not at all prob- 
able, Gimm will be unable to participate in 
the twenty-four hour race next week, and 
will disappoint a great many persons who 
are looking forward to that event with inter- 
est. 

The local riders who fall beneath Gideon's 
ax this week are H. C. Wood of the Illinois 
Cycling club and F. H. Schinneer of 
the Columbia Wheelmen. Both these riders 


are transferred at their own request, but it 
is said the request was made barely in time, 
as they would have been transferred soon 
anyhow, and that their transfer is but a fore- 


runner of what is shortly to follow. 
Cause of Transfer Unknown. 

The local L. A. W. officials are close- 
mouthed as to the causes of the transfers, 
and refused yesterday, with the usual air 
of mystery with which the league’s affairs 
are conducted, to say anything. The real 
reason, however, why the local officials re- 
fuse to say why the men were transferred 
is that they have under investigation the 
cases of not less than fifty amateurs, all 
Chicago riders, the majority of whom will 
be transferred to the professional class for 
the same reason that Wood and Schinneer 
were transferred, and investigations to that 
end are being carried on secretly that the 
amateurs concerned will not have an op- 
portunity of covering their tracks. The of- 
ficials steadfastly refuse to divulge what 
offense these amateurs are guilty of, but 
nevertheless some iron-bound rule of this 
autocratic organization has been broken, 
and the amateurs will consequently be made 
to suffer. It is said that when the investiga- 
tions are completed so many riders will be 
found guilty the local amateur ranks will 
be sadly diminished, in fact, that transfers 
will be such a wholesale affair there will be 
but few amateurs left in the city. 

Another rider who is likely to find himself 
in the professional ranks is Walter Simkin of 
the Calumet Cycling club, who gave such 
speedy performances at the recent Coliseum 
meet Simkin’s case is now being investi- 
gated, together with the others, and if the 
charges are proved to be correct he will be 
acted upon by Gideon. Simkin, it is said, 
if subsidized by a local manufacturing firm, 
end also that he received pay for riding at 
Electric Park recently. 


Action Is Criticised. 


The probable action of the L. A. W. in mak- 
ing the wholesale transfer of amateurs is 
meeting with the general criticism of wheel- 
men.

Would Run from Forty-seventh Street 


to Sixty-seventh—Territory Is Now 
Poorly Supplied with Transporta- 


tion Facilities—General Electric Is. 


Active—Alley “L” Promises to Be a 
More Important Factor in Future— 
No Date Set for Opening Exchange. 


The Chicago City railway purposes building 
an electric line in Woodlawn avenue from 


. Forty-seventh street to Sixty-seventh street. 


This line, as-proposed by the City railway, 
will be in effect a continuation of the Forty- 
seventh street line, and cars running on 
Forty-seventh street lines will alternate in 
running east to the lake and in turning south 
in Woodlawn and running through to Sixty- 
seventh street. The plan of the City railway 
is to give a main feeder line through the 
Hyde. Park and Woodlawn district in a por- 
tion of the city which. is now poorly served 


by transportation lines. The City railway 


has no north and south line running east 
of Cottage Grove avenue. There is a popu- 
lous district one mile in width, in which there 
is no north and south street car lines, and the 
lines running east and west are so far apart 
as to make it almost impossible to serve 
the people living in that section. The plan 
was originally to have the electric line run 
south on Madison avenue from Forty- 
seventh street: This was given up, however, 
by the City railway in favor of Woodlawn 
avenue, which is more nearly in the center of 
the district. The line proposed on Madison 
avenue would have paralleled the Illinois 
Central at a distance of from one to three 
blocks, and the City railway officials gave 
up consideration of that street because of 
its nearness to the Illinois Central. 

The General Electric people are meeting 
with considerable opposition in their efforts 
to secure a north and south street. The City 
railway officjals have apparently become 
alive to the danger of a competitor, anj 
every move'made by the General Electric 
is being watched by the City railway and an 
effort is being made to check its rival. Wa- 
bash avenue is at present the scene of the 
fight between the City railway and General 
Electric, but the latter company now 
promises to invade other districts. There 
are plans now for some cross-town lines, 
which would parallel the existing lines of the 
City railway. The General Electric has 
been particularly active in Hyde Park and 
and one of the plans of the Gen- 
eral Electric is to secute some street between

Electric Feeders for Alley “1,” 


The Alley “ L” promises tn future to be a 
more important factor in South Side districts 
than it has been in the past. A member of 
one of the Bondholders’ committees and a 
man who has to a large extent conducted 
thé foreclosure fight, said as s00n as the sale 
was confirmed and the title of the bondhold- 
ers was secured the new company to be 
organized would take up the question of 
feeder lines. He said the plan favored by 
the members of the two committees was for 
surface electric lines, running to the Stock- 
Yards, to Englewood, and to Hyde Park. 
There were two considerations, he said, 
which caused the committee to lopk favora- 
bly upon surface as opposed to elevated 
lines. He said while the company might ob- 
tain a franchise for a branch to the Stock- 
Yards, it would be exceedingly difficult to 
obtain the right to build an elevated line into 
Englewood, and in his opinion an impossi- 


bility to build an elevated structure in Hyde 


Park. Franchises for surface lines, he be- 
lieved, would be easier to obtain. The most 
important feature, however, was the matter 
of cost. A surface line could be built for 
$15,000 a mile, while it would cost $500,000 
a mile to obtain a right of way and build an 
elevated structufe, 

In the event of the Alley “L” building 
surface lines as connections, they will prob- 
ably be completed within six months from 
the time the title passes to the new company. 
The cost would be comparatively small and 
the new company would be in a position to 
obtain the money necessary without dif- 
ficulty. The plan is to build inclined planes 
for the electric cars to run up along the track 
of the clevated structure and passengers 
would step off the electric cars on one side 
of the platform and take the elevated train 
on the opposite side. The member of the 
committee who was authority for this state- 
ment said the matter had been discussed in 
both committees and had been favorably 
received. Only one fare would be charged 
for the trip on the two lines. 


No Date for Opening the Exchange. 


The Governing committee of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange held its monthly meeting 
yesterday, but it did not set a date for the 
opening of the exchange. In fact the matter 
was not discussed owing to the promptness 
with which a motion to adjourn was made 
and carried. While a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Governing committee would have 
voted against a proposition for reopening it 
was thought best not to have a controversy 
over the matter. It was known there were 
some members who favored opening on Sept. 
25, and so when the regular business had 
been transacted and before any opportunity 
had been given for a motion one of the mem- 
bers moved to adjourn and the motion was 
promptly seconded. Such a motion is not de- 
batable and the Governing committee 
promptly adjourned. There were some in- 
teresting matters up before the Governing 
committee, including a request from the 
members of the special committee appointed 
to investigate the Moore failure, to be re- 
lieved from further work. The committee 
was not discharged, but instead a subcom- 
mittee consisting of Solomon Sturgis, John 
H. Wrenn, and G. A. McClellan was ap- 
pointed to give aid to the senior committee. 
The subcommittee will be charged with the 
finishing up of the work inaugurated by the 
Jamieson committee. The members will at- 
tempt to close the Diamond Match deals 
upon a pro rata distribution of the $200,000 
fund which has been raised by the members 
of the other committee. Mr. Jamieson an- 
nounced $200,000 was in sight and that it 
eould be ready for distribution in twenty- 
four hours after the brokers signed an agree- 
ment to accept their pro rata part in lieu of 
all further claims against pool members. 


Money Rates Become Easier. 


The Treasury gold reserve yesterday stood 
at $114,271,705, an increase of $54,577 from 
the previous day. The gold nowbeing deposited is 
coming in smaller sums than has been the case 
recentiy, but it gives a further indication of the 
improvement in the general situation. There will 
be considerable gold imported during the next few 
weeks according to pore indications, and it 
will not be surprising if the reserve Is butlt up to 
a point in excess of the high-water mark of the 
venar. The effect of the upbuilding of the Treasury 
reserve is being felt in the general business situ- 
ation. In the fast. in particular, money is be- 
coming easier and_ there has been a decline in 
interest rates.

developments before the commission gets 
through With the railways. Some of the 
Board of ‘Trade people even go so far as to 
expect an Outcome which will revolutionize 
the present system of leasing out facilities to 
the warehouse men and make it incumbent 
on the railways to furnish country shippers 
and farmers warehousing facilities, just as 
such temporary facilities are now furnished 


- 


all kinds of merchandise and products, ex- 
cepting grain. 

There are members of the Board of Trade 
who stand more than ready to furnish the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission with all 
kinds of evidence, which it is alleged will 
show collusion between the railways and 
the warehouse men to the detriment of re- 
celvers and shippers, 


Willing to Fight Again.

Requirements of Leases.

not be carried out if the rule of the board 
prohibiting them from dealing in grain was 
complied with.

TRUNK LINES TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


Charged with Discrimination by New 
York Produce Exchange. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—The New 
York Produce Exchange has filed an import- 
ant complaint against the railroads compris- 
ing the Joint Traffic Association, which 
carry prodyce to the seaboard, charging 
them with making rates and regulations and 
giving terminal privileges for the purpose 
of diverting traffic which should naturally 
go to New York to other seaboard cities, in- 
cluding Philadelphia, Baltimore, Norfolk, 
Newport News, and Boston. The complaint 
asks for an investigation and the establish- 
ment by the commission of just rates, 
charges, etc., for inter-State transportation 
from Chicago, Buffalo, and the West to the 
seaboard cities and markets. 

The railroads made defendants by the com- 
plaint are the Baltimore and Ohio and its 
connections, the Big Four, the New York, 
Lake Erie and Western, the Chicago and 
Erie, the Grank Trunk of Canada, the Dela- 
ware and Lackawanna, the Lehigh Valley, 
the Pennsylvania, the New York Central, 
the Lake Shore, the West Shore, the Wa- 
bash, the Philadelphia and Reading, the 
Central of New Jersey, the Boston and Al- 
bany, the Erie, the Detroit and Grand 
Haven, and the Grand Rapids and Indiana. 

The complaint quotes the established rates 
on grain, flour, and provisions, showing that 
they are from 2 to 3 cents per 100 pounds 
higher to New York than to the other cities, 
except Boston, where the rates are 2 cents 
higher than to New York. On grain the 
Boston and New York rates are the same, 
and range about 1 cent higher than to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore. But, the com- 
plaint declares, in the case of Boston the 
defendants grant shipperg 20 — free 
storage and free insurance, which are 
privileges not granted to New York. These 
discriminations, the complaint charges, nul- 
lify the advantages of New York, both 
naturad and those created by the expenditure 
of public and private funds, and unjustly 
and unlawfully divert from New York the 
trade and commerce which would naturally 
flow to it. 

The complaint also says that on Nov. 18, 
1895, the defendants (except the New York, 
Lak® Erie and Western, the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago, and the Boston and 

ibany), formed the “‘ Joint Traffic Associa- 
fon,’”’ and that since Jan. 1, 1896, they have

“New York. In conclusion the petition asks 
an investigation, specifically ec es the 
violations, prays that the defendants be re- 
strained from continuing the 4discrimina- 
tions, and requests the commission to fix 
rates and charges to the seaboard cities and 
“markets.

There she is seen in all the glory of a house 
dress, and gingham apron, with her finger 
adorned with a thimble. Thus she has ar- 
rayed herself for a thorough and systematic 
study of the work that goes to make home 
happy, and while the “old” woman made 
housework a drudgery,.the “‘ new ” seeks to 
make it an art. 

Wise heads in Chicago decided the girls 
in the Western metropolis should have a 
chance to study it as such, and Chicago's 
new women have seized with avidity the op- 
portunity given them. 

Out of 900 students entered for the school 
year at the institute more than hah are 
women. Which fact speaks louder than 
words of the womanliness of the new wom- 
an and her desire to do woman's work scien- 
tifically and well. 


Two Classes of Students. 


The young women students divide them- 
selves into two classes—those who intend to 
take up any one branch of domestic arts 
as a profession and the others who pursue 
the study of one or all of them as an accom- 
plishment, . 

Seventy-five out of these 450 new women 
have taken up millinery, and under the guid- 
ance of a woman who is both an experienced 
trimmer and a proficient teacher will learn 
to make bows, cover buckram frames, and 
adjust feathers at exactly the proper angle. 

In the dressmaking department eighty- 
five young women will pursue the study as 
a technique. They will be taught the draft- 
ing, cutting, and making of everything in 
the line of feminine apparel from a grass 
linen shirt waist to a tailor-made suit. 

The croaker who wonders'what young 


} girls of this fin de siécle age are coming to 


needs only to look in upon the class in plain 
sewing, for girls from 14 to 16 years, to have 
his croakings silenced. The class is always 
full, and its bright-eyed members will 
** overhand "’ a seam as though the sole am- 
bition of their lives was to do it evenly. 


Learning to Be Nurses. 


About half a hundred energetic young 
women are becoming proficient in the art 
of home nursing and what to do in the case 
of accidents. These students for the most 
part have no intention of becoming profes- 
sional nurses. In a few cases the study has 
been taken up for some special reason— 
maybe an invalid mother at home, or a 
crippled father—but nearly always because, 
as one of the new students remarked sagely, 
“the principles of nursing are a goéd tHing 
to know, especially when one hopes, as most 
of us do, whether we admit it or not, to be- 
come wives and mothers.”’ 

And the rest of the 450 learn to cook. 
There are three graded courses in the 
culinary department, and when the fair stu- 
dent is graduated she is equally proficient in 
the mixing of a Johnny cake or the making 
of a nesselrode pudding; she is equally at 
home in the management of a range or a 
chafing dish, and the chances are she will 
be fully able to manage a restaurant. 

The Chicago girl is given a chance to learn 
the whole thing and she does it. 


Bright Examples Held Up. 


There are legends told by the seniors, and 
listened to with bated breath by the fresh- 
men, about classmates who entered upon 
the collegiate course, pursued it for perhaps 
two years, then learned to do housework 
scientifically, and left school to make happy 
homes. 

“Why, we have had students,” said one 
of the instructors in the dressmaking de- 
partment, “who have made their own 
trousseaus under our instruction, and 
learned to prepare their own wedding break- 
fasts in the culinary department. The cases 
are not exceptional, I assure you.” 

The heads of the other departments in 
domestic arts tell the same story of the 
real new woman who makes a science of the 
homely work, and takes as much pride in 
her ability to bake a pudding or hem a towel 
nicely as she does in the correct rendition of 
the “Hungarian Rhapsodie” or the 
** Jewel Song.”’

Spanish omelet.—Mince the thick part of a 
ripe. tomato, rejecting the seeds, and half a 
sweet pepper, also without the seeds, and 
fry them for five minutes in a tablespoonful 
of butter; stir in as much flour and dilute 
with half a pint of stock or Water; if the Jat- 
ter, use a few drops of some beef extract; 
spread part of this over the-omelet just be- 
fore folding and pour the rest around. 

Oyster loaf.—Cut a slice from the top of 
some small French rolls, remove the crumb, 
brush over with melted butter, and set in the 
oven to colora light yellow. Meantime make 
ready some fricasseed oysters; fill the rolls 
with these and send to table. 

Veal and tomatoes.—Cut a thick slice from 
a leg of veal, and this again into neat pieces; 
dredge with flour; melt two tablespoonfuls 
of butter in a stewpan, put in the veal cut- 
lets, and when lightly browned on both 
sides add a thin slice of larding pork—about 
two ounces; cut in pieces two small onions, 
six small tomatoes, with the seeds taken out 
and the cavities filed with cooked rice, sea- 
soned with salt and cayenne pepper; cover 
closely and simmer until the veal is tender. 
If the tomatoes at all keep their shape, as 
they will if properly wedged in, so much the 
better. Shake the pan gently from time to 
time to keep the contents from burning. 

Southern torhato soup.—For this real Ken- 
tucky dish scald two quarts of tomatoes in 
three pints of water, after washing. Run 
water and all through a sieve that will keep 
back the seeds; put all over the fire with one 
large onion sliced, two dozen okras, also 
sliced: one cucumber cut small, and a five 
cent marrow bone; simmer for three hours, 
then lift out the bone and stir in a table- 
spoonful of flour wet with water to keep the 
soup from settling. If too thick, thin with 
water.

KERR CALLS HOURS ON FILTER. 


QUESTION AND GETS ACTION, 


He Writes the President of the Board 
‘ef Education Demanding a RBe- 
sponse to His Request for Proper 
Means for Clarifying the Drinking 
Water in Public Schools Within the 

Period of a Day—Latter Promises to 
Make Adequate Provisions. 


a 

The Board of Education will take immedi- 
ate steps to place filters on the drinking hy- 
drants of all the schools in the city, begin- 
Otherwise 
Commissioner Kerr will shut off the water 
from them, if he does not shut their doors. 
Any one who heard him express himself on 
this subject yesterday would have no doub 
that he meant to do exactly this. 

It will be remembered that the Commis- 
sioner addressed a Iétter to the Board of 
Education several weeks ago informing it 
that he would close the schools unless the 
drinking water for the pupils was improved. 
This communication was referred to the 
Buildings and Grounds committee, which 
did not meet until last Friday, and then did 
not act upon the communication, save to in- 
atruct the committee clerk to write the 
Commissioner that his communication would 


be attended to at some otfier time. Even 


this note was delayed several days. 

Last Monday the Commissioner of Health 
addressed a letter to President Halle, call- 
ing for a more satisfactory answer to his 
original communication within twenty-four 
hours, and early the next morning President 
Halle called on the Commissioner and prom- 
ised positively that action should be taken 
at once; that experiments should be made 
with filters of different kinds; and that they 
should be placed in the schools with the 
greatest haste, 


Kerr in Dead Earnest. 
Commissioner Kerr said yesterday: 
*“‘T have consulted with Corporation Coun- 

sel Beale in regard to this matter and he in- 
forms me, as I knew he would, that I have 
the right to close the public schools if the 
health of the city requires it; and that is 
just what I will do if filters are not placed on 
the drinking hydrants with all possible speed. 
Possibly I may shut off the water instead of 
shutting the doors, but it will amount to the 
same thing. 

** My note to President Halle brought him 
down to my office before I got there myself, 
and he came again an hour later to meet me. 
Our interview was of the most harmonious 
and pleasant description, he agreeing to all 
I said as to the absolute necessity of the ac- 
tion I was taking. He wanted me to tell 
him what filter he should use, but I declined 
to do that. I told him if he would send a lot 
of samples to our laboratory we wuld send 
the water through them and let him know 
which was the best, and he promised imme- 
diate action. 

** Of course I understand that filters cannot 
be placed in all the schools at once. But the 
work must be begun at once and pursued dili- 
gently until every school in the city is pro- 
vided for or I will shut off the water. 


Move Not a Novelty. 


“TI wish you to understand that I know 
what I am doing and that this requirement 
is no novelty. Every school in Boston is pro- 


vided with filters, and there is no good reason 
‘why every school in Chicago should not be 


provided with them too. 


“ As to the efficiency of filters I have no | 
doubt. ‘I believe all of the better grade of 


filters arrest the passage of bacteria,-but 
even if they do not they improve the charac- 
ter of the drinking water immeasurably and 
lessen the danger of disease and death. 

“It is often said that the children of Lake 
View drink the polluted water at home and 
everywhere they go, and that‘a little more 
of it at school is no matter. Now, I know 
that nine-tenths -of the Lake View pupils 
drink when at home, spring water, distilled 
water, or water that has been boiled, and we 
have no right to make one single child who 
is taking this wise care of his health at 
home drink polluted water at school. The 
parents of these children have said as much 
to me, and have appealed to me to save their 
children from this peril. Well, Iam going 
to do it.” ,
